BEIRUT CAP). - Christian und 
Moslem militias blasted Beirut and 
its environs with heavy barrages of 
artillery, tank and rocket fire yester- 
day, shunning a Syrian-backed 
cease-fire call to halt 12 days of 
fighting in which more than 300 
peopie'bave died. 

Lebanon's paralyzed government, 
weakened bv sharp differences be- 
tween its Christian and Moslem 
members, met for the first time in 
four months and again turned to 
Syria for help. 

Police said 21 civilians wtjre killed 
and 44 wounded by shellfire during 
.. the night and morning. 

In all. at least 3U1 people have 
been slain and nearly 1 ,000 wounded 
in sectarian fighting and tit-for-tat 
car-bombings since August 10 by 
police count. 

Prime Minister Rashid Karameh 
called on Syria to deploy military 
observers along the country's war 
fronts to help end the latest savage 
cycle of violence in Lebanon's 
dccade-old civil war. 

There was no immediate response 
from Damascus, but Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad was reported 
ticepU concerned at the deteriorat- 
ing situation. 

Lebanese officials said he has 
pressed Lebanese President Amin 
Jem aye) to bring rhe warring militias 
to heel.

54 die in Manchester plane disaster 


MANCHESTER (Renter). - 
Fifty-four people were killed 
yesterday when a holiday plane 
bound for Greece with 137 people on 
board was engulfed in Aimes on 
takeoff, airport officials said. 

“The heat was so intense the plane 
just melted," a fireman said after 83 
survivors were rescued from the 
blazing Boeing 737, on a flight to the 
Mediterranean island of Corfu. 

Only 15 passengers were detained 
in hospital police said. 

The 130-seater British Airtours 
plane, owned by a, subsidiary of 
British Airways, was speeding down 
the runway of Manchester -Airport at 
about 180 kilometres an hour when 
the port engine blew up, the officials 
said. 

The chief executive of Manches- 
ter’s Ringway Airport told reporters 
a rotary blade sheared off in the 
explosion and sliced through fuel 
lines, flooding the engine with hun- 
dreds of litres of fuel. 

The pilot, who escaped, aborted 
the takeoff and turned the plane off 
the runway and towards the airport 
fire station in a move which officials 
said almost certainly saved lives. 

Within seconds the plane was en- 
gulfed in blazing fuel and the heat 
burnt away the tail section. 

Survivors said there .was pande- 
monium as passengers trampled one 
another to escape the burning air- 
craft. ' 

Mike Mather, 21, said he heard a 


loud bang as the plane was about to 
takeoff. 

“After the bang, the stewards told 
us to keep down until the plane 
stopped, but there was mass panic," 
he said. 

“Smoke was coming down the 
roof and flames were coming in from 
over the wing. I could hardly breathe 
and anyone who was left after me 
would be dead." he added. 

Keith Middleton. 21. said passen- 
gers ignored the pleas of stewards to 
stay calm. 

“Everyone was screaming and 
shouting. They were diving out of 
their seats and everyone was 
pushing," he said. * 

Both men said they were saved by 
aircraft staff who manhandled them 
into escape chutes. 

Middleton, whose girlfriend also 
escaped, said flames and black 
smoke engulfed the inside of the 
plane within seconds. 

He described the aircraft’s narrow 
aisle filled with jostling passengers, 
desperately trying to escape the 
flames. 

“People were falling on the floor 
and getting trampled on. The plane 
was just written off. There was no- 
thing left of it." 

Mather said many passengers 
were too far from escape chutes to 
stand any chance of reaching them 
before being overcome by smoke 
and flames. 


“There were people inside rhat 
plane who had no chance of getting 
out." he said. 

Both men spoke to reporters in 
hospital where they were treated for 
shock. Most survivors were too 
dazed and distressed to describe 
their experience. 

Many sat weeping, others just 
stared blanky into space, still clutch- 
ing plastic carrier-bags filled with 
duty-free goods from the airport 
shop. 

An airport spokesman said it 
appeared many deaths uere caused 
by a fuel explosion while rescue 
work was under way. • 

He said firemen had sprayed the 
plane with foam and were trying to 
get all the passengers to safety* when 
a blast at the rear threw two firemen 
off the aircraft. 

The toll brought to 1.511 the num- 
ber of fatalities on scheduled flights 
in 1985. a bleak year for civil av iarion 
after a near-record safety year in 
1984 when 450 people died. 

Prime Minister Thatcher cut short 
a holiday in Austria by several hours 
and flew' directly from Satzbtug to an 
airbase near Manchester to visit sur- 
vivors and inspect rhe scene of. the 
disaster. 

It was the first disaster for British 
Airtours since the company went 
into business in 1969 to cater for the 
fast-growing European charter holi- 
day trade in Britain. 


Israelis to study aid projects for Zulus

TEL AVIV. - Israeli experts will 
soon visit Kwa-Zulu, the home of 
South Africa's Zulu tribe, to assess 
possible avenues for Israeli assist- 
ance, Kwa-Zulu Chief Minister Gat- 
sha. Buthelezi said yesterday at the 
end of a 10-day visit to Israel. 

Butbelezi said he bad “no doubt 
whatsoever” that Israeli assistance 
would be forthcoming for the Zulu 
homeland, which has refused to 
accept nominal independence from 
South Africa. Israel's links with 
South African blacks could be de- 
veloped concurrently with its di- 
plomatic ties with the white regime, 
Buthelezi said. 

Buthelezi met twice with Prime 
Minister Peres and with other gov- .■ 
eminent and Histadmt officials, 
academics and industrialists. Re vi- 
sited to examine Israeli expertise 
and achievements “and see. what 
could be offered," Buthelezi said. 

He described himself as “very en-

couraged" by what be said was 
Peres's complete rejection of apar- 


theid. Peres's stand “contradicts the 
image projected for various reasons 
that Israel does not feel as strongly as 
it should about apartheid." he said. 

Buthelezi expressed the hope that 
Israel would exert “optimum lever- 
age" through diplomatic channels to 
pressure South African President 
P.W. Botha into making reforms. 
He would not say whether he had 
discussed specific measures with 
Peres and Vice Prime Minister Sha- 
mir. saying only that they had been 
“open to all suggestions. *' 

Butheleri said he had not been 
surprised by the depth of Israeli 
opposition to apartheid, given "the 
long history of suffering of Jews." 
He expressed gratitude for the hos- 
pitality be had received and de- 
scribed his visir as a “veiy moving 
experience." 

The Zulu chief left Israel last 
night. Tomorrow he is to address a 
rally of youth members of his In- 
katha movement in LMundi. the 
capital of Kwa-ZuJu. 


Moscow: U.S. claims of ‘spy dustf absurd 



MOSCOW. - The Soviet Union 
yesterday rejected as “absurd inven- 
tions" U.S. charges that Moscow 
used possibly harmful chemicals to 
trace American diplomats, and ac- 
cused the U.S. of poisoning die 
atmosphere between the two super- 
powers. . 

The Soviet news agency Tass pub- 
lished a formal protest note from the 
Soviet Embassy in Washington to 
the U.S.' State Department. 

“The Soviet side resolutely denies 
the absurd inventions that some che- 
mical agents are used on the staff of 


U.S. agencies in the USSR," the 
note said. 

It .said Washington would bear 
“all . responsibility for the possible 
consequences of actions of this 
sort." 

The note denied that Soviet au- 
thorities were using, or had ever 
used, chemicals to track American 
diplomats in Moscow. 

“Attempts to make such claims 
against us are not only absolutely out 
of place but also totally unaccept- 
able," it said. 

The row surfaced Wednesday, 
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when the State Department said it 
had lodged a strong protest with the 
Soviet government. 

It accused Moscow's KOB secur- 
ity police of using a chemical powder 
called nitro phenyl pentadien 
(NPPD) to keep track of U.S. 
Embassy staff. 

The embassy summoned the en- 
tire American community , in Mos- 
cow to tefl them of possible health 
dangers from the chemical, which 
clings to skin, clothing and property. 

Washington says the chemical 
could cause cancer. 

Yesterday's Soviet protest note 
said that in raising what it called 
"this artificial question" Washing- 
ton wanted to “prepare the ground 
for another slander campaign 
against the Soviet Union, poison die 
atmosphere . . .and foment enmity to- 
wards the Soviet people. " 

earlier. Tass listed aiieged crimes 
committed by the U.S. Central In- 
telligence Agency (CIA), including 
the use of poisons. 

In a despatch from its New York 
correspondent. Tass said a book by- 
former CIA Director Stansfield Tur- 
ner had proved rhe agency had 
stocks of poisons for use in assassina- 
tion attempts! 

’ Meanwhile, the acting head of the 
U.S. Embassy briefed about 25 di- 
plomats from allied nations yester- 
day on the powder.

Action against 
Sharon sought 
in Labour

TEL A\TY. - Labour was still seeth- 
ing yesterday over the slinging 
attack launched on it by Trade 
Minis ter Ariel Sharon, who accused 
the prime minister and his party of 
implementing the British Mandate's 
White Paper policy of forbidding 
Jewish land purchases. 

Labour MKs yesterday clamoured 
for rhe party's' Knesset faction to 
review the partnership with the 
Likud in the national unitv- govern- 
ment. and the Labour ministers 
wanted the matter aired in the 
cabinet. 

The unanimous cry in Labour was 
that Sharon resign. 

Labour Knesset faction head Rafi 
Edri reported yesterday that he is 
beseiged by demands from faction 
members that he call a special fac- 
tion meeting to deride whether it is 
possible to continue in the coalition. 
Edri said that there is now “wide- 
spread doubt among many in the 
Labour Party about the value of 
continuing in the coalition with the 
Likud." 

Edri hasn't scheduled a meeting, 
but he says he believes that “Sharon 
is seeking to sabotage the rotation 
agreement for internal Likud politic- 
al reasons, and is therefore making 
continued partnership impossible. 
Vice Premier Yitzhak Shamir is get- 
ting caught in Sharon's trap." Edri 
said.

Shamir: Wide 
gulf separates 
Likud, Labour

TEL AVTV. - The rifi between 
the two large coalition partners 
appeared to widen yesterday 
when Vice Premier Shamir en- 
tered the fray, maintaining that 
“Labour and the Likud are not 
‘ merely rivals by a difference of 
opinion, but are separated by a 
broad, gaping gulf.” 

Shamir's participation in the ver- 
bal fisticuffs was given special signifi- 
cance last night by political obser- 
vers, who noted that thus far Shamir 
had made the greatest efforts to calm 
all coalition storms to assure that he 
get his turn at the helm according to 
tite rotation agreement. 

Shamir plans to ask for a meeting 
with Prime Minister Peres in the 
next few days to discuss the escalation 
in friction between the two parties. 

But yesterday Shamir for the first 
time spoke about possible Likud 
preparations for early elections and 
about the break-up of the coalition 
as a probability. 


Shamir was speaking to a session 
of the Herat executive which last 
night unanimously chose December 
29' as the date for the overdue party 
convention. 

According to Shamir. “There is a 
strong inclination on the part of 
Labour to dirch the territories of 
Judea and Samaria. The danger is 
that Labour will do its utmost to 
implement these intentions. Labour 
is now making every effort to cede 
large chunks of the Land of Israel, 
and the argument about the house in 
Hebron exposed rhis attitude. The 
debate on settlement in the City of 
Patriarchs is part of the confronta- 
tion i it the territorial integrity of 
Eretz Yisrael.” 

Shamir said the Likud has three 
options before it - it can either quit 
the coalition, seek early elections, or 
stay in the national unity govern- 
ment. 

Shamir maintained that. “For the 
time being, the final option is prefer- 
able. \V« must not leave the running 
of this country in Labour's hands.

Rabin warns Syria and Jordan

Defence Minister Rabin yesterday . 
issued a stem warning to Syria not to 
make the “tragic mistake" of over- 
estimating. its strength vis-a-vis 
Israel . He also warned Jordan that it 
might have to bear the consequences 
of allowing terrorist organizations to 
set up headquarters in Amman. 

Of all the Arab countries, said 
Rabin. Syria is the one that presents 
an imminent, potential threat. This 
threat has to be handled with top 
priority, the defence minister told 
the 31st & aduating class of the Israel 
Defence" Forces Command and Staff 
College. 

*T advise the Syrian leaders not to 
make the mistake Arab leaden have 
made in the past. We are prepared 
and ready." he said. 

Several factors had created the 


illusion in Damascus that they can 
reach what they term "strategic par- 
ity” with Israel, he said. The Syrians 
had brought borne the major part of 
their forces from Lebanon. This, 
coupled with their perception of 
Israel's economic situation and cuts 
in the defence budget, can cause 
them to make a tragic miscalcula- 
tion. be said. 

The defence minister noted that 
on previous occasions the Arab 
world had an exaggerated view' of 
their own strength and had misread 
developments in Israel. 

. Rabin told The Jerusalem Post in 
an interview this week (see page 5) 
that Syria stands alone as an immedi- 
ate military threat to Israel, since 
Egypt has made peace and the Iraqis 
are tied up with their war against 
Iran. Therefore, the risks of war with 


the Arab world in the immediate 
future are reduced, he told The Post. 

Turning to (he establishment of 
terrorist headquarters in Amman. 
Rabin said in his speech to the IDF 
college that the government of Jor- 
dan should take lieed of the consequ- 
ences of allowing these headquarters 
freedom of action. “Ft would be 
best if Jordan took heed, before 
matters reached such a state that 
Israel could not sit idly by in view of 
what may develop," the defence 
minister warned. 

He noted that following their ex- 
pulsion from Beirut some PLO fac- 
tions eventually moved their head- 
quarters to Jordan. Now. week by 
week, more and more terror orga- 
nizations are following suit, headed 
by the Fatah under Yasser Arafat.

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West Bank land scandal: 

Some land sales not registered

Only a minute fraction of the 

130.000 dunams of land purchased 
by Israelis on the West Bank has 
been properly registered in the lands 
registry offices, according to a “con- 
servative” estimate by Dt. Meron 
Bc-nvenisti of the West Bank Data 
Base Project. 

Other estimates by settlement 
sources claim that as many as 

300.000 dunams have been acquired 
over the years. Most of this-land is 
not registered but held on the basis 
of irrevocable po we rs-of -attorney 
granted by the sellers. 

Since Jordanian law, which ap- 
plies in the territories, places a five- 
y ear statutory limit on powere-of- 


attoraey, the military government' 
has twice extended their validity to a 
total of 15 years. 

Until 1977 the Jewish National 
Fund-owned company Hunnouta 
had acquired some 12,000 dunams at 
a total cost of $1,700,000. Following 
the government’s 1979 decision to 
allow Israelis to purchase land in the 
territories, at least 100,000 dunams 
were acquired and the prices of land 
in the area, particularly that dose to 
Israeli settlements, sky-rocketed. At 
least 30,000 dunams of this land, 
according to some estimates, is sub- 
ject to dispute.

Hebron settlers hide Arab 
who sold land, apartments

TEL AVIV. - A second Arab who 
sold land to Hebron settlers went 
into hiding after receiving threats to 
his life, a source in the Committee 
for the Re-establishment of the Jew- 
ish Community in Hebron told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

His name was revealed by the 
military government, the source 
said. 

Earlier, Mohammad Yunes 
Ja’abari, who had sold Jews the flat 
that seven Knesset members bad 
occupied in the casba, took refuge in 
the Avraham Avinu synagogue com- 
pound after his identity was made 
public. 

The source in the settler group 
said the second Arab had worked 
with them for four to five years and 
has been very discreet. Only two 


people in the committee knew his 
identity. He sold land and flats, the 
source reported. 

The Arab, who was not named, 
turned up Thursday night, request- 
ing asylum. “We put him up and 
were taking care of him the source 
said. 

A well placed defence official in- 
sisted that the settlers - not the 
authorities - were TmmadrTng the 
dealers' identities. 

The settler blamed the authorities 
for exposing the man's identity. His 
name was on a list of six people the 
military government had wanted to 
interview. These names, reached 
Amman and were broadcast on Jor- 
dan TV three nights ago, he said. 

Meanwhile the head of the Judea 
Police, Nitzav David Cohen, said 
there had been no reports of attacks 
against Hebron residents involved in 
land sales in the past three days.

Gavriei Warburg, were using the 
centre as a front for a spy network 
aimed at creating a “fifth column” 
and collecting sensitive data about 
Egypt. ■ 


Shamir said this was not the first 
time such charges have been made 
against the centre and other Israeli 
offices in Egypt. “These publica- 
tions -play into the bands of terror- 
ists, actually invite acts of terror and 
legitimize them.” he said. “As long 
as such reports are published in. 
Egypt, the government there cannot 
say it is doing everything necessary 
to prevent terrorist attacks on 
Israelis.” 

He noted that Egyptian publica- 
tions have some freedom, but “on 
matters of state security, the author- 
ities have shown they can .he quite 
heavy-handed.” so.the principle of a 
free press “is nor applicable in this 
case.” ■ ■ 

“I know that our Egyptian friends 
are truly concerned about the safety 
of Israelis in Egypt, and I hope they 
will act” to end such press attacks on 
Israel as well, Shamir said.

Trade balance ' 
improved during 
first quarter

Israel registered a strong improve- 
ment in its balance of payments in 
the first quarter of the year, three 
months before the government in- 
troduced its economic emergency 
plan, figures released yesterday by 
the Central Bureau of Statistics 
showed- 

During the first three months of 
the year the excess of imports over 
exports of goods and services, ex- 
cluding military imports, totalled 
$627 million, compared to S790m. in 
the same period in 1984. This repre- 
sented a 20.7 per cent decrease in the 
size of the gap. 

Due to a strong increase in milit- 
ary imports, which totalled 5569 mil- 
lion in January-March. the total ex- 
cess of imports over exports totalled 
SI. 196 billion, compared to SI .140b. 
last year. But military imports are 
not controlled by economic factors, 
and are accompanied by a- parallel 
increase in foreign-aid. 

The CBS figures also showed that 
during the first quarter of the year 
the trend of decrease in foreign resi- 
dents’ accounts at Israel's commer- 
cial h anks was replaced by an in- 
crease of some S50m. At fee end of* 
last quarter these accounts totalled 
$6,520 billion. 

'One sided transfers of money and 
grants totalled 5753 million in the 
first three months of the year. These 
sums represented almost two thirds 
of the excess of imports over ex- 
ports, compared to 41 per cent in the 
same period in 1984. 


Bomb and grenade

Teachers: Moda’i endangers 
start of school year on time

TEL -AVIV. - Finance -Minister 
Moda’i is endangering the opening 
of the new school year for political 
reasons. Hjstadrut Teachers Union 
secretary-general Yitzhak Welber 
told The Jerusalem Post after an 
unsuccessful wage-negotiating ses- :

"We had agreed to make certain 
concessions, and now Moda'i has 
said he rejects them and won’t take 
back 1.000 tenured teachers who 
were fired.”

Another 800 dismissed teachers 
have been reinstated because the 
schools needed them. 

"Moda'i went back on the agree- 
ment he -made with the Health 
Minister and when he palled the 
same -thing with us. I couldn't help 
thinking his motives were political. 
The Health Minister, the Education 
Minister and I are all Alignment

Decisions whether school. will 
open on schedule .on September 1 
will be made only after a meeting 
between 1 Prime Minister Peres.

TEL AVTV. - Some 3,500 Egged 
hired-workers are slated to continue 
their strike today in protest over 
management’s decision to transfer 
employees from die north to die 
south and to send others on unpaid 
leave for three months. The walk- 
. out, which started in the north on 
Wednesday, spread to other parts of 
the country-yesterday, 

• According to the Egged spokes- 
man the striking workers did not 
manage to disrupt public transporta- 
tion mainly due to the intervention 
of the police; who were present, 
together with Border Policemen, in 
large numbers at the. main protest 
rally at Beit Egged in Tel Aviv. 

The hired workers protested 
against the police presence, c laiming 
that the country is “being turned into 
a police state.” They charged that 
the large-scale police intervention in 
what they termed a labour dispute 
was politically motivated. Strikers 
noted that Egged chairman Shlomo 
Amar is an MK from Ezer Weiz- 
man's Yahad list, now part of the 
Alignment. 

Histadrut Trade Union Depart- 
ment Chairman Haim Haberfeld 
condemned the intervention of the 
police in the strike, saying that 
“democratic countries do not act in 
such a manner." . 

. Labour disputes must be waged 
^freely and the Histadrut will not 
accept police intervention, Haber- 
feld said. He expressed dismay at the 
action by the police in preventing 
workers from certain Egged bran- 
ches from attending a meeting in Tel 


Aviv. 

The workers complained that on 
the way to Tel Aviv from various 
parts of the country they were tre- 
ated very roughly and many of their 
members had been pulled off the 
buses. 

Dozens of Haifa strikers wishing 
to join die demonstration in Tel 
Aviv found themselves having to 
make the journey by train. 

Management officials refused to 
allow them to board a Tel Aviv- 
bound bus from the central bus sta- 
tion, saying the hired drivers would 
have to split up into smaller groups. 

After an argument the employees 
blocked the exit from the station for 
about half an hour until police dis- 
persed them. The hired drivers then 
walked to the nearby railway station 
where they took a train- 

The spokesman explained the 
workers are entitled to travel free op 
all Egged bus lines. “We feared that 
there would be a crash and these 
hired workers would take up all the 
seats and places on the buses, driving 
away fere-paying passengers. So we 
told them that we would allow only 
six workers per bus. Hie workers 
protested, and there was even one 
incident where some of the workers 
tried to hijack a bus. The hijacking 
was averted with the aid of the 
police. Our main responsibility is 
towards the fere- paying passengers, 
and 1 am happy to say that despite 
the protests, there were no serious 
disruptions to transportation. We 
mobilized all cooperative members, 
including pensioners, and adminis- 
tration personnel, who will be mobil- 
ized till the end of the strike."

Government’s shipyard plan

Nation’s water supply to be chlorinated

HAIFA. -Health Ministry Director- 
General Dan Michaeli has instructed 
all district health engineers to ipv- 
mediately start adding chlorine to 
drinking water supplies throughout 
the country. 

The derision, reached in a meet- 
ing with Deputy Health Minister 
Shoshana ArbeQ-AlxnosUno, follows 
the dysentry and typhoid outbreaks 
in the Bayside suburb townships 
here which resulted from residents 
drinking water contaminated by 
sewage. 


The ministry also cplled for it to be 
invested with the legal authority for 
safeguarding drinking-water stan- 
dards, by which all other public 
agencies would be required to report 
to the Health Ministry on this mat- 
ter. 

A ministry spokesman said that in 
several areas which get their water 
from sources other than the National 
Water Carrier the water had not 
been chlorinated until now. These 
included Galilee, the Haifa area, the 
Sharon region, and Jerusalem. 
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By JUDY SIEGEL 
Jerusalem Post Reporter 
More industrial parks are needed 
to attract South African Jews who 
are limited in the amount of money 
they can take out of their country, 
but who may bring their technology 
to Israel, said Prof. Moshe Sharon of 
the Hebrew University.

Sharon said there are two views on 
the future of South Africa's esti- 


mated 120,000 Jews: .that of the 
liberal-left which sees “the revolu- 
tion” coming and has no hope for a 
Jewish future there, and that of the 
“sober. Jewish leadership” which 
opposes apartheid but thinks change 
will follow a long process of negotia- 
tion between blacks and whites. 

In either case. Jews are beginning 
to think in greater numbers about 
leaving, and many plan to emigrate 
to Australia. Canada, the U.S. and 
other English-speaking countries. 

■ “The Jewish businessmen in Port 
Elizabeth, especially, have been 
affected by the boycott of white 
businesses, since they sold mostly to 
blacks.” said Sharon. Many of these 
are beginning to think about Israel, 
he said. 

Inquiries at the South African 
Zionist Federation, where Sharon 
has an office, have doubled in the 
last three months to some 250 fami- 
lies -thinking about aliya. “But it is 
not a flood and there is no panic. But 
there is apprehension." 

The news of Israel's economic 
crisis has had a dampening effect oil 
South African Jews, who wonder 
whether they can make a living here 
if they do settle. And less-informed 
Jews have been discouraged by re- 


ports in the Sunday Star, which 
“lifted the blackest parts" out of a 
long report by The Economist, which 
stated that Israel may become “an 
episode of history like that of the 
Crusader state.” 

If Israel were to help South Afri- 
can Jewish businessmen establish 
subsidiary industries in which they 
could manufacture components for 
larger industries, quite a few of them 
would come on aliya, Sharon said. 

Singles are a good potential source 
of aliya, but they are worried about 
finding work and bousing and 
“Israel is not geared to the aUya of 
singles," Sharon said. 

Retirees, who cannot receive pen- 
sions oustide South Africa, are the 
most difficult cases, he said. Sharon 
said he hopes a way will be found to 
help Jewish elderly and middle-aged 
who want to go to Israel. 

There is a bright side regarding 
Jewish students: Witwatersrand 
University has approved in principle 
a scheme that would allow students 
to spend their second year at the 
Hebrew University in Jerusalem and 
receive full credit - if HU adjusts its 
overseas-student curriculum to the 
South African curriculum. “That 
could bring hundreds of Jewish stu- 
dents." Sharon claimed.

the economic base of the shipyards, 
which was already overloaded with 
debts almost equal with its assets.

TEL AVTV. - State Comptroller 
Yitzhak Tunik has strongly censured 
the Israel Electric Corporation 
(EEC) for giving employees free 
electricity as one of their fringe be- 
nefits. Tins benefit is “unjustified 
and wasteful.” he said in a report 
released yesterday. 

Yitzhak Hofi. the EEC general- 
manager. said he is for limiting the 
use of free electricity, not abolishing 
it outright. 

Yoram Obrekovircb, chairman of 
the EEC workers committee, said he 
wants to study the report before 
commenting. 


The amount of electricity used by 
IEC workers and pensioners has 
risen by 25 per cent in recent years, 
as compared with the national aver- 
age of 8 per cent, the report says. 

The free power is estimated to cost 
die IEC S9 milli on a year. 

' The State Comptroller also gave 
the IEC bad marks for its method of 
calculating electricity bills. It is very 
complicated and consumers cannot 
understand it, he said. 

But IEC press officer Rafi Ben- 
Sira held out little hope for change. 
A committee is now studying how to 
lower the price of electricity during 
off-peak hours. If a way is found to 


do this, it will complicate the bills 
even more, he said. 

MK Uriel Lynn, chairman of the 
Knesset electricity subcommittee, 
said recently that giving IEC work- 
ers free electricity is scandalous and 
should be discontinued. He prom- 
ised to initiate a hill to abolish this 
benefit when the Knesset recon- 
venes. 

Hofi expressed surprise at Lynn's 
statement yesterday in an interview 
on Israel Radio. When Lynn was 
Energy Ministry director-general he 
did nothing about the problem. Hofi 
said. He said it could be solved only 
with the EEC workers' cooperation.

BONN (Reuter). - West Germany's 
counter-intelligence service, bunting 
three vanished spy suspects, 
announced yesterday that one of its 
own senior officials is missing. 

A spokesman for the so-called 
“Office for the Protection of the 
Constitution" said the official, a de- 
partmental chief in counter- 
espionage operations, had dis- 
appeared after reporting sick on 
Monday and that urgent inquiries 
had been launched. 

West German spyhunters are 
already looking for two women sec- 
retaries and a male messenger who 
have vanished this month and are 
suspected of being East German 
agents. 

The spokesman said the counter- 
intelligence service at present saw no 
direct connection between the offi- 
cial's disappearance and the case of 
the three suspects. 

The spokesman refused to name 
the official but said he was a “gov- 
ernment director," roughly equiva- 
lent to the rank of colonel, in the 
counter-espionage service’s fourth 
department. 

The daily Bilcheitung, in an ad- 
vanced extract from today's edition, 
said his name was Tiedge and that he 
was a top spycatcher responsible for 
directing operations against East 
German agents in West Germany. 

If the vanished official has de- 
fected to East Germany it would be 
the biggest blow ever to West Ger- 
many's counter-intelligence service. 


Btidzeinuig said intelligence chiefs 
were also worried that if defection 
was involved it could put the lives of 
Bonn's agents - in East Germany in 
danger. 

Two of the suspects, Ursula Rich- 
ter and the messenger, named only 
as Lorenz B. , have also been missing 
since the beginning of the week. 

The second secretary, Sonja 
Lueneburg, was a personal aide of 
Economics Minister Martin Bange- 
mann. She vanished nearly three 
weeks ago. 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl said 
yesterday the affair of suspected 
Communist spies had strained rela- 
tions with East Germany, and ac- 
cused East Berlin of sowing mistrust 
between the two states . 

In an interview with West German 
television. Kohl said the new indica- 
tions that there were long-tenn 
agents in sensitive posts in Bonn 
showed that East Germany's calls 
foT better ties were often mere prop- 
aganda. “And this shows - there's no 
point in beating about the bush - that 
the assurances of good-neighbourly 
relations and the reality are often far 
apart. We really have to look at the 
difference between the propaganda 
and the real situation," he added. 

Kohl's remarks were his first 
direct comment on the new spy 
affair, which most commentators be- 
lieve to be the worst since Guenter 
Guillaume, a senior aide to former 
chancellor Willy Brandt, was ex- 
posed as an East German agent in ■ 
1974. 



Dallas women and their ‘MckeyJFmns’ 


DALLAS (Reuter). - A gang of 
attractive women has been doctoring 
the drinks of men they meet at 
high-class Dallas bars as a prelude to 
robbing them, police said yesterday. 

At least seven affluent men have 
told the authorities a similar story 
during the past two months: meeting 
a good-looking woman in a bar. 
taking her home for a few more 
drinks, suddenly blacking out and 
finally waking to find valuables and 
woman gone. 

Police said the men were all vic- 


tims of what detective writers used to 
call a Mickey Finn, a cocktail spiked 
with a powerful sedative. 

In the latest incident, reported 
Wednesday, a 45 -year-old Dallas 
businessman told police he was rob- 
bed of a diamond ring worth $50,000 
and more than $100,000 in other 
valuables at his home by a woman he 
had met at a plush bar. 

Authorities believe at least five 
women have pulled oft the robber- 
ies. 


Pakistan not buying U.S. surveillance plane 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - Pakistan 
has decided not to buy U.S.-made 
E2C Hawkeye surveillance planes 
because the aircraft are not suitable 
to the nation's defence needs, a 
government minister said yesterday. 

Zain Noorani , minis ter of State for 
foreign affairs, denied an Indian 
radio report last month that the U.S. 
decided against selling Pakistan the 
sophisticated surveillance aircraft 
because of pressure from India . 

He said the report that the Reagan 
administration decided against the 
sale following a U.S. visit last June 
by Indian Prime Minister Rajiv Gan- 


dhi was “misleading and mis- 
chievous." 

Noorani said it was Pakistan and 
not the U.S. which made the deci- 
sion. 

He said tests carried out last Janu- 
ary showed “this particular aircraft 
essentially meant for sea surveill- 
ance was not suitable for oiir spedfic 
requirements.*’ 

India opposes U.S:' arms supplies 
to Pakistan, made under a $3.2 bil- 
lion package aimed at helping Pakis- 
tan to cope with the situation in 
neighbouring Afghanistan . 


WELLINGTON. - New Zealand 
police yesterday for the first time 
officially linked the French defence 
establishment to the sinking of the 
Greenpeace protest ship Rainbow 
Warrior. 

Police said French authorities had 
officially identified a woman held 
here as Dominique Prieur, a 36- 
year-old French Army captain. 

New Zealand Prime Minister 
David Lange said Prieur's identifica- 
tion did not mean the French gov- 
ernment was involved. A French 
government inquiry headed by re- 
spected civil servant Bernard Tricot 
is expected to report late next week 
to President Francois Mitterrand on 
any government role in the attack. 

Lange told reporters Prieur could 
be “an enthusiastic political activist" 
acting without official sanction. 

But he added: “If you’re asking 
does the plot thicken - definitely." 

Police made no comment on sug- 
gestions that Prieur was attached to 
the DGSE (General Directorate for 
External Security) the French spy 
agency, and said they are still check- 
ing on the identity of the man 
arrested with her.

Bleak yearfor civil aviation- over 1,000 killed 


LONDON. - The giant Boeing Air- 
craft Corporation suffered its third 
major air disaster in two months 
yesterday with up to 60 people killed 
in a blazing 737 jet at Manchester 
Airport. 

The crash added to an already 
bleak year for civil aviation. More ( 
than 1 ,000 people have been killed in 
major crashes compared to 200 in 
seven major airline disasters in 1984. 

The two earlier Boeing crashes 
involved the company's huge 747 
jumbo jet. 

An Air India jumbo jet crashed 
into the sea off Ireland in June with 
the loss of all 329 people on board . It 
was the world's worst airliiie disaster 
at sea. 

Last week, a crippled Japan Air 
Lines (JAL) jumbo flew oft course 


into a mountainside, killing 520 peo- 
ple in the world’s biggest single- 
plane crash. 

After the JAL disaster, Boeing 
recommended airlines around the 
world check the tail sections of their 
jumbos for possible stress as a pre- 
caution. 

The smaller 737 is one of the 
world's most popular jets with more 
than 1,000 operated by about 90 
companies worldwide. 

Yesterday's Manchester disaster 
was the third fatal 737 crash since the 
planes entered service in 1968. 

The first was in 1981 over Taiwan 
when a 737 broke up in mid-flight at 
7,600 metres killing all 110 passen- 
gers and crew. 

The second total loss was in Janu- 


ary 1982 when an Air Florida 737 
crashed into the Potomac River in 
. Washington during a snowstorm, 
killing 78 people. 

Yesterday’s disaster countered a 
popular belief that air travel is safest 
at the rear of a plane. The four 
survivors in the JAL crash were all 
seated at the rear. Most of yester- 
day’s fatalities apparently occurred 
towards the tail of the 737. 

The body of the plane was virtual- 
ly intact, backing up figures that 
show that most people killed in com- 
mercial airline accidents die not 
from impact but from fire, smoke 
and toxic gases from highly inflamm- 
able materials or because they were 
trapped inside die aircraft.

DEFENCE MINISTER Yitzhak 
Rabin blamed the reluctance of King 
Hussein to bite the bullet foT the 
failure of U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Murphy's latest Mid- 
dle East swing. 

In an exclusive interview this 
week, Rabin told The Post that 
“King Hussein must first realize he 
has to decide, like Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, to make peace 
with Israel in direct talks. 

“But peace negotiations will not 
start if King Hussein insists that the 
PLO must be a partner," he says. 
"Nor will Israel agree to an interna- 
tional peace conference; to United 
Nations sponsorship; or the pre- 
sence of the Soyiet Union as a co- 
chairman alongside the United 
States in talks. 

"Israel will not accept any Palesti- 
nian within the joint Jordan- 
Palestine delegation who is a de- 
clared PLO member," Rabin insists. 
Negotiations would have to be held 
with the cooperation of the United 
States, and of Eevpt, too. if Egypt so 
desires. 

Rabin recalls that the United 
States made a commitment in 1975 - 
which is still valid today - not to 
negotiate or haw other contacts with 
the PLO as long as the PLO does not 
recognize Israel's right to exist and 
does not accept UN Senility Council 
resolutions 242 and 338 on the Mid-? 
die East. ' ' ; 

"I believe, but I am not sure, that 
a third condition was Later added' 
requiring die PLO to renounce acts 
of terror against Israel. 

“But so far the PLO has not 
agreed to these conditions. I tend to 
believe that since the United States 
gave Israel that commitment it will 
not violate it," says Rabin. 

When King Hussein visited 
Washington earfier in June, he pro- 
posed a four-phase movement to- 
wards peace. 

The first envisaged a meeting be- 
tween a U.S. official and a joint 
Jordan-PaJestinian delegation, in- 
cluding the PLO, “because King 
Hussein believes that he cannot 
move unless he goes band in hand 
with Yasser Arafat,” says Rabin . 

Then, once the meeting had taken 
place, and the PLO had announced 
its acceptance of the American 
terms, Hussein proposed, the U.S.

the joint Jordanian-Palestinian de- 
legation. a move which the U.S. had 
intended, regardless of die formal 
opposition of the Israeli Govern- 
ment to the process being launched 
in this manner.” 

RABIN BELIEVES the U.S., 
Egypt and Israel should stick to the 
policy which guided them through 
the Camp David talks: namely, to 
leave the Soviet Union out in th& 
told while they cany on searchmg- 
for peace; 

While some hopes exist, he con- 
cedes, for the United States and the 
Soviet Union to reach a successful 
dialogue on bilateral issues, the re- 
duction of tension between the su- 
perpowers in regional conflicts is not 
necessarily on the cards. 

“The Soviet Union pursues a hos- 
tile policy towards Israel. Whoever 
wishes to advance the cause of peace 
must realize that bringing the Soviets 
in to play an equal role with the 
United States rules out hope for 
peace,” says Rabin. 

“For the sake of a viable peace 
process in the future, the less the 
Soviets are involved, the better will 
be the prospects of peace. Had the 
Soviet Union been involved in the 
peace process between Israel and 
Egypt, there would not have been 
any peace.” 


In times past; notes Rabin, when 
the two superpowers enjoyed better 
bilateral relations, these did not 
mitigate the struggle for spheres of 
influence in various regions of the 
world, especially the Middle East. 

Hopefully, in the long run. a 
genuine detente will help reduce 
Arab 1 illusions about their capacity 
for waging a successful war against 
Israel, thus creating better condi- 
tions for the advancement of peace, 
he says.

and Egypt in the context of a nation- 
al unity government.** he says. 

DESPITE ALL THE PROBLEMS, 
malfunctions and confrontations in- ■ 
side the government, the Lebanon 
issue has been settled, and a start has 
been made on curing the economy. 
“But if there is a total impasse in the 
peace process, we will have to con- 
sider what options are. open." he 
warns. 

“I do not believe it is enough to 
shout on radio or television about 
the end of the coalition unless there 
is another option open. But today 
□either Labour nor the Likud can 
form a narrow-based government. 
Nor is there a majority in the Knes- 
set for early elections, even if one of 
the two major parties decides to call 
elections. 

“Labour inside the national unitv 
coalition must continue to work tor 
economic recovery, while exploring 
ways of thawing out the peace pro- 
cess with Egypt." he says. 

Rabin believes that while it has 
not eliminated rivalries or conflict- 
ing political views, the very existence 
of the national unity coalition has 
reduced tensions in Israeli society. If 
the tension that existed before the 
creation of the national unity coali- 
tion was compared with the tension 
today, the present situation would 


ral and technical ways to make sure 
that one major party could not im- 
pose its will upon the other. 

“As long as each side keeps its 
commitment to the coalition agree- 
ment. the coalition will remain 
workable. But if one party were to 
violate the agreement, tee coalition 
would cease to exist. 

“Since, unfortunately, Jordan has 
so far not shown any readiness to 
make moves which I, as a Labour 
Party member, can agree with, I see 
no reason for bringing about the 
dissolution of the coalition on purely 
ideological grounds, and for 
hypothetical situations.

undoubtedly be considered an im- 
provement.’

HOW, as a Labour minister, could 
Rabin impose harsh sentences with- 
out trial, suds as banishment and the 
destruction of houses, against resi- 
dents of the territories, when these 
measures had hardly been used by 
successive Likud governments. 

“Look, you are assuming that be- 
cause I am a member of the Labour 
Party I shouldn’t, as a minister of 
defence, do the utmost to fight Ter- 
rorism. It's a wrong assumption. As 
a minister of defence, I see it as one 
of my major responsibilities to fight 
terrorism from wherever it comes. 
Not with tee purpose of eliminating 
it once and for all, but to reduce it to 
tee minimum and to p unish those 
involved. 

“The policy is based on the princi- 
ples of fighting against terror and 
terrorist organizers, with all the legal 
means available to us. 

“Those who are caught preparing, 
organizing or carrying out terrorist 
acts - those people ought to be 
brought to court. 

“But for those who instigate and 
call for participation in terror, even 
though they themselves are not ac- 
tive, administrative detention or de- 
portation are the most effective 
means to cope with teem, and I will 
not hesitate to use these measures. 
Not on a large scale, but mainl y as a 
deterrent. 

“However, for deterrence to be 
effective it must be seen to be used. 
It is necessary to maintain law and 
order for all people who live in Judea 
and Samaria and the Gaza Strip - 
Jews and Arabs alike. 

“I believe that the majority of the 
Palestinians who' reside in the terri- 
tories axe not, in principle, in- 
terested in terror. I believe that we 
should offer those who want to make 
peace with us tee opportunity to 
prosper and to develop, as long as 
they are not involved in terror. 

ON DEFENCE MATTERS, Rabin 
says Israel is searching for an Amer- 
ican partner to share the economic 
burden of tee Lavi attack aircraft 
being developed by tee Israel Air- 
craft Industries (as reported in 
yesterday’s Jerusalem Post. 

And the defence minister con- 
cedes that budget cuts in the armed 
forces mean that Israel is taking risks 
with its security. 

“The cut in the defence budget 


over the last two years has been at 
least $600 million. 

“No doubt such cuts cannot be 
effected without taking risks with the 
defence of Israel in the short and 
long term. 

“I believe that in the short term, 
these risks - 1 stress they are risks - 
can be taken because of tee follow- 
ing: 

“First, the peace treaty between 
Egypt and Israel took Egypt out of 
tjie circle of Arab countries that can 
initiate, or join a war against Israel, 
for tee foreseeable future. 

“Second, as long as the war be- 
tween Iraq and Iran goes on, and as 
long as the bulk of the Iraqi Army is 
pinned down to its eastern front, 
Iraq is excluded for the immediate 
future from those Arab countries 
that can initiate war against Israel, or 
can send a large force against Israel. 

“Practically, that leaves Syria 
alone as aD immediate military 
threat to us. Therefore, the risks of 
war vis d vis the potential of the Arab 
world, for the immediate future, are 
reduced. 

“This does not mean that in the 
long term the threats may not in- 
crease. If the war between Iraq and 
Iran should end tomorrow, and Iraq 
be free to join Syria, if this is politi- 
cally possible, I believe there will be 
a need to increase the defence 
budget of Israel. 

“But tee reasons for cutting the 
defence budget are not related to the 
security situation. They are tee re- 
sult of tee national economic crisis. 

It is possible to take great risks 
only as long as the threats are limited 
for the Immediate future to Syria 
alone. I*m not speaking about cop- 
ing with terror, which is a different 
story. 

“There are risks for the long term, 
when you don't do what is necessary 
now either in production or research 
and development. 

“There should be no misunder- 
standing: we have not stopped the 
development of vital equipment and 
arms and we have not stopped pur- 
chasing. But in different circumst- 
ances, with an enlarged defence 
budget, we could have done even 
more for tee long term. 

“I hope that tee cuts will not last 
too long and that we will be able to 
compensate for tee time teat has

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IS THE LIKUD preparing the 
ground for the next war? That ques- 
tion is disturbing the sleep of lots of

CHAPTER 21 of Deuteronomy be- 
gins with a mystery: “If one be found 
slain in die land the Lord thy God 
giveth thee... and it not be known 
who hath smitten him ...* 1 The victim 
is unidentified and killer unknown. 
He did not bother, either because of 
cowardice or contempt, to bury the 
victim; he just threw him into the 
field. No one turned up to claim the 
body, nor did the description of the 
slain appear in any list of - missing 
persons. There are no clues, but the 
case must, not be closed, the Tora 
warns, just because it didn't make 
the headlines. 

A special, complex ceremony 
must be performed: “Your elders 
and judges shall go out and measure 
die distances from the corpse to the 
nearby towns. The elders of the 
nearest town shall take a heifer 
which has never been worked.. bring 
it down to a rugged wadi which is 
neither plowed nor sown. There, in 
die wadi, they shall break the heif- 


er’s neck... The priests, the sons. of 
Levi, shall come forward.. .Then all 
the elders of ttie town nearest the 
corpse shall wash their hands over 
the heifer whose neck has been 
broken and say: ‘Our hands did not 
shed this blood, neither have our 
eyes seen it. Forgive, O Lord, your 
people Israel whom you have re- 
deemed, and do not let guilt for the 
blood of the innocent remain among 
your people Israel’ ’’ (verses 2-8). 

According to rabbinic under- 
standing, .-the ceremony of the 
brokea-nedeed heifer is much more 
elaborate than what appears from 
the written text. At least three sets of 
elders take part in it. First, there is 
the task of measuring the distance 
from the place the corpse was found 
to the nearest town, performed by a 
deputation of three to five (.see TB 
Sota 45a) who come out all the way 
from the High Court in Jerusalem. 
The act of measuring by the disting- 
uished elders is an integral part of

justice," they must-be perfect in all 
theirHmbs. 
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It means that leaders cannot be 
excused for acting as if they were 
mute, powerless or blind when evil 
or negligence spread in their com- 
munity. 


the ceremony, even when it is abso- 
lutely clear which is the town nearest 
the spot where the slain person was 
found. 

Another team of elders, those 
coming from the town in question, 
bring down the heifer to the rugged 
wadi “which is neither plowed nor 
sown.” The heifer, which has never 
been used for any productive pur- 
pose, draws our.attention to the fact 
that the murdered person, too, who- 
ever he was. will never have a chance 
to be “plowed or sown” or produce 
anything. Murder is viewed (see Nfish- 
na Sanhedrin 4. 5) not only as 
taking the life of a single person, but 



also as the cutting off of all possible 
descendents of the murdered person 
for all generations to come. 

Finally ail of the elders of the town 
nearest to the corpse shall wash their 
hands and say. “Our hands did not 
shed this blood, neither have our 
eyes seen it.” 

Rashi. quoting the talmudic sages, 
asks in clear astonishment: What 
kind of confession is this? Would 
anyone dare imagine that the elders 
themselves were suspect of the 
actual bloodshed? 

What they actually do in 
the confession, according to Rashi. 
is speak for the entire community as 
the responsibility for the unresolved 
crime now lies with the entire com- 
munity. especially with its lead- 
ership. Crime does not flourish in a 
vacuum: murderers arise in a society 
deserving of them “In a free socie- 
ty, 5 ’" says Abraham J- Hcscbel, 
“some are guilty, aD are responsi- 
ble.” 

“Our eyes did not see.” Says 
Rashi : We did not come across the 
victim and did not notice him. letting 
him pass by without offering him 
food or lodging, or seeing to his 


safety when leaving town. 

As the elders are tilled upon td 
wad their hands, declaring “our 
hands did not shed this blood,” they 
must ask themselves: Did we really 
do everything within our ken to 
prevent this tragedy from happen- 
ing? Did we make sure that there are 
sufficient signposts, traffic fights, 
warning signals and proper roads 
and roadblocks, so that when a tragic 
accident again occurs, we can wash 
our hands with innocence and state 
without any reservations that “our 
hands did not shed this blood”? 

The Jerusalem Talmud (Sanhed- 
rin 8. 5) reads closely the Tora text 
referring to the declaration of the 
town elders (“they shall answer and 
say”) to exclude the mute; and also 
amputees (“our hands did not 
shed”) and the blind (“our eyes did 
not see”). The elders of justice, 
concludes the Jerusalem Talmud, 
must be without any disability to do 


WHILE SOME classical medieval 
commentators (Nahmanides, Ibn 
Ezra) see, as also do some tnod- 
enrers, in the ritual of the broken 
necked heifer a mysterious, even 
magical rite of absofvement, others 
see in it mainly a pragmatic device 
used as part of the handling of the 
unresolved murder mystery. 

Maimonides (Guide to the Per- 
plexed 3, 40) states that the “utility 
[of the ritual] is manifest.” In most 
cases the kill ex is one of the inhabi- 
tants of the nearest town. If his 
identity were known to some people 
in town who preferred to keep silent, 
the awesomeness of the ceremony 
will surely have a strong psycho logic- 
al effect and will consequently in- 
timidate some people in the com- 
munity to come forward with the 
information. “The notion is cor- 
roborated,” says Mannonides, “by the 
fact that the place in which the heifer 
has her neck broken, should not ever 


be tilled or sown. Consequently the 
owner of that land will use all stra- 
tagems to investigate in order to 
discover the killer, and that thus the 
heifer will not have her neck broken 
and his land will not be prohibited 
from him forever.” 

Abravanel fineb yet another prac- 
tical result of the much publicized 
ceremony of the breaking of the 
heifer's neck. It would surek- send 
the news on and word would spread 
far and wide that an unknown perscuv. 
had been found slain. This would* 
help free the slain person's wife who 
otherwise might be left an aguna. a 
woman abandoned by her husband 
without a divorce, making it impossi- 
ble for her to ever remarry, due to 
lack of evidence of his death. 

Whatever the reasons for the cere- 
mony, even just reading about it 
conveys the profound shock of Tora 
at the possible event of a murder. 

This utter abhorrence of blood- 
shed was for all generations a typical 
characteristicof Jews. Following the 
news in our own days makes' one 
wonder.

GENERAL ARIK rides again. Dis- 
mounted io Beirut, he has found a 
new horse. Sired by others, its pre- 
sent name is Settlement in Hebron, 
or Judea and Samaria, or whatever. 
It could just as well be called Settle- 
ments on Mars. 

- The main point is that Sharon’s 
latest horse should canter away and 
put maximum distance between the 
present and ; its Quixotic rider’s 
Lebanese fiasco, once called by 
bookies and punters Operation 
Peace for Galilee. 

Meanwhile, back in Beirut, it's 
bloody business as usual. Likewise 
for the Grand Designer and cartog- 
rapher who single-handedly was to 
change the map of the Middle East - 
until, that is, he was stabbed in the 
back by defeatists and leftists. 

Now. in his new cavalry charge. 
King Arik the Brave, Afelech Yis- 
rael, waving to the populace (real or 
imagined) from his hacienda bal- 
cony, has dug up The White Paper, 
grand inquisitor Vishinsky deliver- 
ing the Protocols of anti-Zion on 
Peres and whoever in sight. 

A It’s a trap that Sharon sprung for 
F his many enemies of whichever party 
allegiance who believe that be is a 
danger to the national interest. 

Herut and even Tehiya vigilantes are 
embarrassed and made nervous by 
this bonanza, the unwanted ally, 
alarmed by the night-rider out to 
take over the show. Tomorrow be 
may well, chameleon-like, change 
colours and change coarse, decide 
that the seizure of a few hovels inside 
Hebron - or Mars - by doughty 
commuting settlers at this point in 
Sharonese time was inimical to some 
greater design of... “Jordan bPaJes- 
v . tine" or whatever comes to mind. 

How hectoring to keep bringing 
up that old Lebanon pit disaster with 
all of its ongong consequences for 
our national, political and military 
vitality. So why this dishing up of 
yesterday's dinner? 

Because, at last, we saw a glimmer 
of hope that beyond the usual poli- 
tical koee-jerk ping-pong, at last the 
truth has begun to seep through. 


Hope eternal revived when the 
(appropriately) Minister of Health, 
Mr. Gut, on Wednesday shrewdly 
declined to fall.for the latest Sharon 
provocation. The minister of indus- 
try wanted - and no one can accuse 
him of “sitting on his Lebanese 
laurels” - the Labour defeatist 
peaceniks to be drawn into his own 
soenarioed TV Dallas, like denying 
old Abraham's tabu rights in Hebron 
and all that White Paper jazz. Some- 
times our politicians reveal their pro- 
fessionalism, and so Gur, and 
others, deflected the Sharonese 
emotively-laden Hebron ploy and 
referred back to the Kahan Inquiry 
Commission’s verdict on Sharon’s 
lack of integrity and his intellectual 
and moral dishonesty. 

.That same day, the Wednesday, 
the alternative premier, Mr. Shamir, 
when pressed on TV about the latest 
Sharon burlesque, was impelled to 
talk about “style," clearly meaning 
that Sharon's super-patriotic talk 
was not to be measured by its subst- 
ance but- and, tellingly, in the end - 
said to the interviewer: “You surely 
don’t expect me to criticize Sharon.’’ 

Shamir, a decent guy who has 
become caught up in a political 
morass called the Herat movement, 
rangiqg from the pseudo-religious to 
the dever and sophisticated Moshe 
Arens, navigated the reefs of super- 
nationalism, trying to catch up with 
today - no, yesterday . 

. This, perhaps, is the essential sig- 
nificance of the latest Sharonese 
opportunist activism. That, perhaps 
- and in the end it’s a trig perhaps - 
we might later see King Arik as the 
regent who brought sober and true 
patriots to their senses: to face the 
choice not between a littler or bigger 
Israel, but between war or no war. 

So, maybe Arik the Lion-heart, 
galloping on his way southwards, 
away from Beirut to political rehabi- 
litation. through Hebron, to Cairo, 
skirting Amman , might without de- 
sign unwittingly serve as a catalyst in 
these times of national disunity and, 
if so, he shall be beatified St. Arik 
theTzadik.

ON WEDNESDAY, the cabinet de- 
cided to go ahead with the develop- 
meat and production of the Lavi - a 
decision that has consequences 
which transcend the economic, milit- 
ary and industrial arguments that 
have agitated the surface of the pub- 
lic debate. 

It is yet another milestone on the 
road to casting Israel into the mould 
of a garrison state - a polity in which 
the economy and the entire web of 
social and political relations from 
education and the direction of scien- 
tific research through the rela- 
jtionship between citizen and govern- 
ment, the shaping of the economic 
structure, to foreign policy and deci- 
sions on peace and war are irradi- 
ated, if not already dominated, by 
defence and its establishment: a 
state and society in which public 
issues are increasingly subordinated 
to the mental attitudes and vested 
interests of the defence establish- 
ment and its military-industrial com- 
plex. 

By default, more than by design, 
that establishment has achieved a 
monopoly not of military and indust- 
rial power and of its disposition , 
(these are still firmly wi thin the pro- 
vince of civilian government), but of 
the determinants of their shape, 
growth and size, as well as of the 
function of intelligence and evalua- 
tion. ’ 

The evaluations, of military intelli- 
gence and the Mossad not only pro- 
vide the data, but the evaluations 
which define the “red lines" that 
politicians may not cross - except, at 
what they are told by the very same 
evaluators is the risk of national 
disaster. 

The immediate objective of 
the present economic emergency 
programme is to create the minimum 
conditions necessary for a much 
more far-reaching process of rehabi- 
litation. It involves a thorough re- 
ordering of national priorities - a 
process that is barely short of a 
full-blooded revolution. 

THE REAL ISSUE which Israel’s 
polity must face is not. . “How 
much defence is enough?" or “How 
much defence can we afford?". 
Rather, it is, “What kind of defence 
do we want?” 

Ever since the establishment of 
the state, our army and defence 
establishment have implicitly been 
charged with providing absolute and 
total security against any attack in 
any contingency: a concept of Unli- 
mited Defence. And as Major 
General Binyamin Peled, former 
commander of the Air Force, noted 
in a recent article in “The Price of 
Power,” the price of unlimited de- • 
fence is unlimited. 


Defence 

Unlimited

For a nation tnai sees its security 
as absolute and total - resting almost 
exclusively on military power and 
summed up in the statement that 
“we cannot afford to lose a single 
war" - the question of “How much 
1 defence is enough?" is irrelevant. 

R follows that the question “How 
much defence can we afford?" be- 
comes equally irrelevant, for the 
answer must necessarily be “to the 
outer limits of our resources." 

A CONSISTENT application of this 
view implies that everything else 
must be subordinated to the require- 
ments of defence. If economic crisis 
dictates austerity measures, includ- 
ing cutbacks in defence, the highest 
priority*, these are acceptable' and 
justified only to the extent that they 
serve to persuade the public to 
accept austerity in everything but 
defence itself. 

In practice, of course, this 
approach has never been pushed to 
its limi t. The non-defence competing 
demands on resources have always, 
to some degree . constrained defence 
to “what the economy could afford" 
in view of other national objectives 
and as a result of the pull and push of 
domestic politics. 

At the same time, these con- 
straints have never led to the relin- 
q uishm ent. bv the public and the 
government, of the implicit demand 
for total and absolute security. That 
demand contained the threat - al- 
ways veiled, but overt after the Yom 
Kippur War - that the army would 
be held responsible for any failure to 
supply such unlimi ted security. 

The counterpart of that demand 
was that the army and the defence 
establishment as a whole based its 
conception of national security, its 
evaluation of the threats and risks, 
its battle doctrine and battle order - 
and. of course, its demands for re- 
sources - on extreme "worst case 
assumptions". 

Generals in all countries do the 
same, and ours may even be relative- 
ly restrained as a result of their 
greater integration with civilian soci- 


ety. In the absence of a concept ot 
national, as distinct from mere milit- 
ary. security, in the absence of an 
institutionalized forum for defining 
it. our military has always been over- 
taxed. It has been forced into filling a 
vacuum - and it bas naturally tended 
towards the ■ 'security- above-all" 
view. This approach is becoming 
increasingly reinforced by pressures 
from the military-industrial com- 
plex. 

The economic crisis that compel- 
led the harsh recessionary policy, 
which is only in its beginning, marks 
the end of a decade of virtual econo- 
mic stagnation, raving inflation, 
mounting foreign debt - together 
with a rise in personal living, stan- 
dards unwarranted by output and 
the expansion of our military power 
to the limits of our available man- 
power. 

The government's stabilization 
policy, conceived as no more than a 
crash programme to bead off immi- 
nent disaster, has not addressed it- 
self to the economy's basic structural 
problems. If there are any plans for 
getting out of the recession into 
which' we are sliding rapidly, they 
have remained a guarded secret. 
Despite the Cassandra prophesies 
from various sides, the stabilization 
policy stands a good chance of suc- 
ceeding as far as it goes - that is to 
say. in reducing and, with luck, even 
virtually stopping inflation, together 
with improving die balance of pay- 
ments. 

That success, however, does not 
do away with the basic disequilib- 
rium between the resources at our 
disposal and the demands upon 
them. Recession, even if accepted as 
an inevitable short-run cure to ward 
off an immediate crisis (the point is 
debatable), is no remedy for foe long 
run. Only the restoration of econo- 
mic growth can ultimately close the 
gap between' what we produce and 
what we consume: and the restora- 
tion of growth depends on Durability 
to free sufficient resources from 
those available to us now for invest- 
ment and subsequent growth. 


THE QUESTION therefore is 
where these resources for growth - 
of manpower and capital - are to 
come from. The faefle answer is to 
reduce private and public civilian 
consumption, while defence con- 
sumption is to remain largely brack- 
eted out- Such an approach - which 
is no longer accepted even by many 
military officers - confines national 
security to military power, or at least 
subordinates everything else to what 
those in charge of it define as neces- 
sary. 

It is illusory to believe that the 
problem of abandoning the “defence 
unlimited” approach and of allocat- 
ing our total resources between pri- 
vate and public civilian consump- 
tion. investment and defence, within 
a view that sees them all as compo- 
nents of national security,- can be 
evaded for long. It is illusory to 
believe that the sharp redaction of 
real wages, in an effort to cut private 
consumption, which is the linchpin 
of the stabilization programme, can 
be maintained for long without im- 
pairing national security itself. And 
it is illusory to think that the “animal 
spirits” of entrepreneurs are so lively 
that recession will automatically 
push them into export-oriented 
growth. They may easily settle 
down to a long-term equilibrium of 
stagnation. 

Sooner rather than later the gov- 
ernment and the public will have to 
face the question of how much it can 
allocate to defence without impair- 
ing national security by reducing our 
standards of education, by creating 
an income distribution so unequal as 
to tear apart our national cohesion, 
by driving our people into yerida and 
deterring aliya and thereby under- 
mining the very foundations of Zion- 
ism. 

Even those who believe that our 
ultimate security lies in peace, or at 
least in a lasting truce, and who 
believe - as I do - that peace is 
attainable, will concede that for the 
foreseeable future Israel will have to 
keep up a defence formidable 
enough to deter attack and to frus- 
trate it if launched. 

However, the defence required 
for that need not be an invariable 
magnitude. It can fluctuate with the 
risks we face, and the risks we face 
partly depend on our own policies. 
The more aggressively we pursue 
peace, the lesser will be the immedi- 
ate threats, even if a long-term 
threat remains. 

Our immediate problem is 
whether we can, for a few years, 
reduce the absolute size of our 
anned forces and divert the re- 
sources so released to the renewal of 


economic growth which, onoe it is in 
full swing again, will make the de- 
fence burden progressively easier to 
bear, even if its absolute size should 
still be growing because a continuing 
arms race so dictates. 

The proponents of “defence unli- 
mited' will rule out any such possibil- 
ity. Their evaluation of the threats 
we face is based on toting up all the 
weaponry and troops that might con- 
ceivably be massed against us and 
comparing it with ours. They inevit- 
ably conclude that there is no such 
thing as enough defence. 

THAT IS a far-fetched and unrealis- 
tic worst-case assumption. The 
peace with Egypt, the lraq-lron war, 
and the other tensions among our 
adversaries reduce the threat we face 
at leasr for the next few years. As 
Alouph Hareven has pointed out in 
his contribution to the above- 
mentioned volume, the Begin- 
Sharon government had put this eva- 
luation of a reduced threat to a 
perverse (my expression, not 
Hareven’s) test when it embarked on 
the Lebanon war. The peace with 
Egypt held, Iraq was mired in its war 
against Iran, and no Arab country 
came to the aid of Syria and the 
PLO. 

If we could accept risk for the sake 
of war. can we not accept an equal 
risk for the sake of an aggressive 
pursuit of peace and for the renewal 
of economic growth? Would not 
growth itself reduce the economic 
burden of an absolutely large de- 
fence establishment and halt the race 
towards a garrison state? Would not 
the reduction in the size of our 
armed forces signal to our adversar- 
ies that we are bent upon peace 
rather than, as is commonly be- 
lieved. invite them to attack us? Is it 
not conceivable - some high-ranking 
military officers believe so - that a 
smaller army might be more efficient 
and better exploit our only ultimate 
advantage - that of the level of our 
manpower? 

What we need is a reordering of 
national priorities - or, more pre- 
cisely put, a definition of national 
security, for none exists so far. It can 
no longer be left to partial and 
conflicting definitions by default, by 
the army, by the defence industries, 
by economists, by each and every 
pressure group and component part * 
of the political establishment. Un- 
fortunately, the government we 
have is incapable of setting sign- 
posts, of leading the nation to what it 
ought to want instead of pandering 
to what it seems to want.

THE SUGGESTION by the prime 
minister to the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs ami Defence Committee thjit 
the absence of progress in the peace 
^process enhances the possibility of a 
T new wax at the initiative of a coali- 
tion of Arab states, based on then- 
own disappointment and dis- 
couragement, should stimulate 
thought on both sides of the Israeli 
political spectrum. 

It is not just that the prime minis- 
ter suspects that war may occur. 
Shimon Peres is an experienced and 
accomplished politician. He is not 
wont to make pronouncements ab- 
out the intentions of the other ride, 


be it an opponent in negotiations or 
an enemy state k It is not only that he 
i&, at this moment, the best^irformed 
person in the country , possessing the 
best information that the Israeli 
security services are able to provide. 
Mr. Peres’s general modus operand! 
reinforces the impression prompted 
by his words. 

In the past, it was usual to antici- 
pate that war would stem mainly 
from an error of judgment on the 
Arab side regarding Israel’s ability 
a to face up to a military challenge. To 
* this accepted equation, the prime 
minister now adds another factor 
war may break out not only in error. 



but also as a result of discourage- 
ment or desperation. 

The i difference between the^ two 
flieses is basTc^ A war- whS& breaks 
out as result of a judgmental error is 
connected with the credibility of the 
Israeli deterrent. This can be cor- 
rected; Israeli policy can change the 
impression, and reinforce its deterr- 
ence by a proper combination of 
policy and propaganda, to convince 
the other side that a military adven- 
ture would be unwise. 

BUT A WAR of disillusionment and 
discouragement necessitates a diffe- 
rent policy. It is not the result of an 
emotional reaction, not of a rational 
policy, correct or incorrect. A state 
which reaches that condition is, in a 
certain sense, like a potential 
suicide: it chooses an irrational path, 
without regard for reality and be- 
cause it is not able to face that 
reality. 

In such a case, the scope of the 
conflict may be vastly different from 
that previously encountered. By its 
vety nature, a war of desperation 
does not have limited scope and 
objectives; the tendency is towards 
total war, a fight to the finish in 
which both sides are likely to lose. 

Consequently, there is no way of 
persuading a desperate state that h is 
on the verge of a serious error. The 
kind of fatalism which leads a state 
into war without a serious considera- 
tion of its ability to succeed pre- 
empts .the kind of rational com- 
munication which might prevent 
armed conflict in other cases. 

Put simply, error is not relevant to 
a desperate state. At that point, the 
only way to block a headlong rash 
into the inevitable fight-to-the-finish 
is a radical cbange.in the situation as 
it is seen by the potential enemy. 

In other words, it is possible to 
manipulate the potential enemy so 
that he will not become so desperate 


of despair 
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as to attempt heroic ges tures with no 
hope of achieving a positive goal. 

In feet, the only way to prevent 
desperation is to reinforce hope, and 
the only way to promote hope is to 
maintain momentum. President 
Sadat and prime minister Begin dis- 
piayed a deep understanding of this 
truth when, even in the darkest mo- 
ments of the Israel-Egypt negotia- 
tions. they kept open the lines of 
communication and carefully pre- 
served the dynamic of the peace 
process. 

But since the deadlock in the 
autonomy negotiations and tbe^ 
freeze in normalization between the 
two countries, there has been no 
momentum. There is consequently 
tittle or no hope that, in the near 
future, an arrangement will be 
reached which preserves both “the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people and their just requirements.'' 
as expressed in the Camp David 
agreements. 

There are those who maintain that 
this situation is good for the aims of 
Zionism because the Arabs will be- 
come discouraged and will give up 
on their demands. 

IN MY VIEW, this position is 
erroneous, and can lead us to a 
situation where we have neither 
peace nor territories. The attempt to 
create “facts’* by means of a political

stalemate and ignoring the Palesti- 
nian demands is doomed to failure. 

This is not lc say. by any means, 
that we should accede to ail their 
demands. But between surrender 
and turning a deaf ear there is a grey 
area of considerable width and 
breadth in which it is possible to find 
a solution. That was the logic of 
Camp David, where no side was 
forced to give up everything. 

But in foe current state of political 
deadlock. Mr. Peres is correct when 
he expresses fears of a war of de- 
speration. In foe conditions which 
have developed in foe past few 
years, and because of the qualitative 
and quantitative improvement in foe 
arms now in foe hands of a possible 
Arab coalition, such a conflict would 
certainly be a difficult one. Israel, as 
Mr. Peres said, would win on foe 
battlefield: but who needs more 
military victories? 

With the exception of a very few 
cases in history, a war which has 
been prevented is preferable to a 
victory. Political dbxterity can save 
armies from foe need to prove their 
bravery and avoid the need for sol- 
diers to sacrifice their lives. Political 
passivity and an acceptance of. the 
dangers is not an intelligent re- 


sponse. 

Such political axioms, however, 
are complicated in the light of foe 
polarization^ foe intolerance and the 
tendency towards violence prevalent 
in wide sectors of the Israeli society. 
In reacting to Arab terror, a not 
inconsiderable number of Israelis 
themselves tend towards disillusion- 
ment and desperation, and therefore 
on our side, too, the tendency to- 
wards irrational acts has also' been 
strengthened. 

This is foe way that we should 
interpret recent public opinion polls, 
which indicate a strengthening of 
support for Tehiya and Kahane’s 
Kach Party at the expense of foe 
Likud. 

In order to stop the projected 
electoral drift, there are those in foe 
Likud who suggest “rejectionist” 
approaches. 

The incessant '‘war of succession” 
in foe Likud decreases foe possibility 
that there will arise a courageous and 
intelligent leader, such as' 
Meqachem Begin, who will continue 
on foe path of Camp David. Now, 
when it is needed so badly, all foe 
aspirants have chosen foe easy way; 
they are seeking to prevent a politic- 
al initiative. 

Against this background, Shimon 
Peres is approaching foe moment of 
truth, foe vital test of his leadership. 
Do his statements in foe Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee in- 
dicate an inclination to take an initia- 
tive that will renew foe peace pro- 
cess? Perhaps he does not intend to 
take such an initiative, given the 
price that will have to be paid in 
terms of coalition difficulties. These 
might involve new elections, in 
which it is doubtful if he would be 
returned to the prime minister's 
office. In that case, is he w illin g to 
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content himself with statements 
which indicate that he saw the dan- 
gers and warned against them at foe 
appropriate time? 

Shimon Peres can only answer one 
of foe questions affirmatively. That 
is the difficult test which he now 
faces.

The Post’s Mark Segal talks to composer/conductor/writer Leonard Bernstein 


WHEN TH£Y invented the word 
charisma they must have been think- 
ing of Leonard Bernstein. His muiti- 
faceted genius as a composer and 
conductor, not to mention writing, 
has accorded him a position of pre- 
eminence way beyond the world of 
music. 

The famous charm is palpable the 
moment he enters the room; living 
proof that the truly great do not need 
to be inflated when dealing with 
other people. 

He dismisses the idea of any 
celebration of his 67th birthday on 
Sunday. Perhaps the secret of his 
greatness is that, though a seminal 
figure of the age in the world of art, 
he retains a warm Jewish heart and a 
profound concern for other people. 

In previous years, especially 
under his good friend in the Ken- 
nedy clan, the musician was a fre- 
quent guest at the White House and 
at other centres of power. Today, 
still keeping faith with his liberal 
credo, he has found himself out of 
step with Ronald Reagan's Washing- 
ton, given his passionate support for 
the nuclear disarmament crusade. 

Apparently the active disapproval 
is demonstrated by two key players 
in the Washington power firma- 
ment: “Caspar Shultz - they run 
everything!* 

The maestro charges that it was a 
State Department directive that 
caused a news blackout on the con- 
cert he conducted in Hiroshima to 
mark the 40th anniversary of the 
dropping of the Bomb. “They did 
not wish to draw attention to August 
6. They feared it might be seen as 


some kind of apology. OK, but I 
wasn't representing anybody.” 

He was particularly hurt that no 
one came from the U.S. Embassy: 
even his old friend U.S. Ambassador 
(and former Senator) Mike Man- 
sfield boycotted the occasion. “My 
friend Abe Rosenthal of The New 
York Times sent a correspondent to 
cover the trip, but not one word 
appeared in its pages, which shows 
you that there are powers greater 
than the Times," he says. 

Bernstein took wittThim the ISO- 
strong EEC youth Orchestra - rep- 
resenting ail the EEC countries - 
and the Jeunesse Musical Choir from 
Vienna, plus American singers to 
perform his work Kaddish with the 
speaking part in Hebrew delivered 
by Michael Wanger, actor-son of die 
late Meyer Weisga I. 

The world premiere of Kaddish , 
which he dedicated to the late John 
F. Kennedy, was given in Tel Aviv's 
Mann Auditorium in 1964, with 
Bernstein conducting the IPO. The 
reader was the late Hannah Rovina, 
and this appearance constituted her 
last public performance. 

“Golda came round after the per- 
formance to see me. She lit up my 
cigarette, declaring, 'Thank good- 
ness, someone else smokes’," recalls 
Bernstein. 

WHILE IN HIROSHIMA, he 
learned of plans to budd an Au- 
schwitz Memorial in Kurose, in 
Hiroshima Province, and agreed to 
hold a benefit concert for it. (As it 
happens, the Japanese architect of 
the memorial actually lives in Tel 


Aviv, and when Bernstein arrived 
here, he found a message from the 
architect.) 

Bernstein's “Journey for Peace" 
began in Athens. He then travelled 
to Hiroshima, and then back to 
Europe for concerts in Budapest and 
Vienna. 

In all cases, the local choirs sang 
the text in Hebrew. 

Austria gave him a huge welcome, 
with a crowd of 12,000 massing in the 
square outside the State Opera 
House viewing Kaddish via a giant 
TV screen. 

It had taken some time for him to 
get over Vienna’s recent history: 
“As we stood on the balcony from 
which the Kaiser used to greet the 
crowds, I thought of the nearby 
square where one million Viennese 
hailed Hitler," says Bernstein. 

Nonetheless, “Maestro Lenny." 
as the Viennese affectionately call 
him, regards the city as his second 
home and the Vienna Philharmonic 
as the greatest orchestra in the 
world. 

“I can’t stand New York anymore ; 
its too noisy, violent and dirty," said 
the composer of that paean to Man- 
hattan, West Side Story. 

When in the U.S. he spends his 
time at his bouse in the country 
outside New York, making occa- 
sional forays to teach at Tangle- 
wood, the famous music centre near 
Boston. 

Maestro Lenny speaks of “my 
mission in Vienna," relating how he 
brought Gustav Mahler back to 
Vienna. The Nazi ban on the great 
Austrian-Jewish composer lasted for 



18 years - "They only recently dug 
up his busr and pur it back in its place - 
of honour in the State Opera 
House." which Mahler directed for 
so many years. 

The maestro reports how difficult 
it was to bring the players - the 
orchestra is a cooperative - to in- 
clude Mahler in their repertoire. 

“The older men would at first 
matter “judische Dreckmusik.' but 
later they. too. relented when 
Mahlers works proved to be box 
office attractions.” 

At the players’ request, he agreed, 
to include Kaddish in the program- 
me. but only after explaining at 
length that Aramaic was the lan- 
guage spoken by Jesus: They asked 
me. “Do you mean Jesus Christ was 
a Jew?" 

When be asked them . “How come 
you don't know' that Vienna was the 


great Jewish centre of Central 
Europe?" they responded: “We 
were brought up not to ask questions 
like that." 

He enjoys the irony of Viennese 
choralists singing in Hebrew - “It 
shows that there are some rewards in 
this world." 

MAESTRO LENNY has completed 
a one'-and-half-bour film about 
Mahler wherein “I delve into his 
Jewish roots, his deep ghetto origins 
and his ambiguity towards Christian- 
ity.'' which the conductor sees re- 
flected in the assimilated Viennese 
composer. 

He lately made another film about 
Richard Wagner, but declines to talk 
about his conclusions, revealing only 
that “I made the film in Sigmund 
Fraud's bouse. I sat there waiting to 
unburden myself over my Wagner- 
itis." 


Bernstein has been visiting Israel 
for 38 yean, and he misses the old 
generations of leaders like Ben- 
Gurion and Golda. with whom he 
was close. He remains very dose to 
Teddy Kollek, and reveals his inten- 
tion of producing a tribute to Teddy 
next year on the Jerusalem mayor's 
75th birthday. The tribute will be 
along the lines of the 70th birthday 
concert at the Sultan's Pool in Ted- 
dy’s honour. 

What he found disturbing was the 
■ presence of illiterate Jews in Israel. 
He gave a benefit concert last May 
with the IPO for the Libi fond: “I 
never dreamed that 36 years after 
Israel was bom. there would be 
illiterate soldiers in the IDF. " 

The maestro speaks with “deep 
pride" of the IPO having succeeded 
ip keeping up its standards, 
“although it is in such an isolated 
position and the orchestra works 
under incredible hardship, depend- 
ing on visiting conductors. That 
doesn't mean that Zubin Mehta isn't 
doing a fine job, whenever he can 
spare the time." 

Next week, the maestro will take 
the Israel Philharmonic Orchestra 
on a long concert • tour, first to 
Munich, then back to Japan and the 
U.S. 

Conducting the IPO meant coping 
with a medley of voices, deriving 
from many language groups. A flash 
of bis famous wit - “‘The shortest 
thing in supply in this country is 
quiet. The roost peaceful moments 
come when one is deep-sea diving." 

BERNSTEIN IS CURRENTLY 
planning a new opera with a world 
premiere scheduled for 1988. It has 
been commissioned by three bodies 
- the Vienna State Opera, the Chica- 
go Lyric Opera and the Jerusalem 
Foundation. The opera has no title 
as yet. but the maestro has a clear 
notion of the story outline: “It'll be 
about the past 50 years. It’ll take 
place in the dries of the world, - 
people singing in many languages - 
and will start in Vienna two months 
before the Anschluss. It mil encom- 
pass Lodz ghetto and Lyons, and will 
finish in foe Gulag, with a Raoul 
Wallenberg character in a solitary 
cell. It'll be about half a century of 
not learning anything.'* 


Bernstein still relishes bis victon 
on the Fourth of July this year when, 
overriding conservative pressures, 
he performed his Songfest with the 
National -Symphony Orchestra m 
Washington. DC before an audience 
of a quarter of a million, in addition 
to millions via live coast-io-coast TV 
broadcasts. The performance took 
place in front of the Capitol. 

Under an Act of Congress, thcA 
NSO gives a free concert- on each 
Independence Day. The orchestra 
invited him to perform the composi- 
tion. which he wrote for the U.S. 
Bicentennial and which » based on 
the greatest American poetry, in- 
cluding works by Edna St. Vincent 
Millais, Wait Whitman. Gertrude 
Stein and e.e. cunutiings. 

He was conducting in Amsterdam 
when he received a letter from eight 
Congressmen asking him to change 
the programme. “It turned out that 
they found the confessional poems 
of Millais and Whitman to be repre- 
hensible. But as I pointed out. they ¥ 
are the only poets whose faces 
appear on U.S. postage stamps... In 
short we won. and my children - 
Alexander and Nina - recited the 
verse." 

Later, he encountered similar dis- 
approval from the Vatican when he 
took the programme to Rome. This, 
however, did not prevent the Vati- 
can's daily Osservatore Romano 
from according him a glowing tribute 
after the concert. 

Bernsteins affability disappears 
when he talks of the prevailing 
apathy among Americans to lifr> 
and-deafo issues: “People are afram 
to move, especially on the nuclear 
issue. They take "for granted the 
word ‘enemy', so things pit worse." 

He deplores foe social ills that 
have spread across America - "there 
are millions of kids living in the 
streets. They don't appear in the 
statistics which come o.ut of 
Washington and which are mislead- 
ing." 

Bernstein is also angry with his old 
Democratic Party: “I'm really very 
disillusioned right now with the par- 
ty. The last convention took it to a 
very low point indeed." ** 

But for foe moment, at least, hi/ 
has no inclination to become actively 
involved in politics. 


ISRAEL TELEVISION played a 
dirty trick on Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres when Mabat appended a fea- 
ture about the creation of Kaddum 
in Samaria to the’news coverage of 
the attempted rape of foe casba. 
They showed an old film of Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger leading the forces 
of Gush Emuoim to Kaddum. 
According to foe film, our then 
prime minister, Yitzhak Rabin, was 
determined to prevent foe estabtish- 
1 •*: merit Of the' illegal settlement in 
.'•i defiance of the government’s clear 
policy, but he was foiled by his 
minister of defence, Shimon Peres, 
who expressed great sympathy for 
foe Gush Emuoim people whom he 
described as "idealists.” 

We were given to understand that 
Peres’s attitude was inspired, not by 
a sudden conversion to foe principles 
of Ze'ev Jabotinskv, but by his de- 
termination to score a point against 
Rabin in the game of one-upmanship 
they were playing against each other 
at the time. The scene ended with 
Rabbi Levinger, his eye gleaming 
and his beard held high, leading bis 
fanatical followers in a triumphant 
war-dance. 

Israel Television did not show us 
shots about a similar struggle in the 
cabinet that led to foe creation of 
Kiryat Arba. According to my recol- 
lection. Rabbi Levinger moved into 
Hebron, was ejected and then 
allowed to build Kiryat Arba, be- 
cause of the political infighting be- 
tween foe late Moshe Dayan and the 
late Yigal Allon, who were engaged 
in a one-upmanship game similar to 
that played by Peres and Rabin some 
years later. We must not speak evil 
of the dead, but it is fair to say that 
the two soldier-politicians left us a 
very unattractive legacy in Kiryat 
Arba. 

After these victories for foe Gush, 
the pattern of action for conquest of 
foe West Bank by right wing extrem- 
ists was set; defiance of the legal 
government, firm initial steps by foe 
authorities to uphold the law, then 
eventual pusillanimous surrender 


because of fission inside the govern- 
ment. It is hardly surprising that it if 
now accepted by foe right wing as 
axiomatic that foe government is a 
paper tiger. Lawbreakers can easily 
get their policy firmly established, to 
replace that of foe legally elected 
government, by “creating facts" and 
then relying on foe ineptitude of a 
weak, split government to let them 
get away with their “pioneering" 
settlements. 

Once such a settlement is estab- 
lished. the heroic settlers then call on 
foe government they defied to pro- 
vide them with security against foe 
local population into which they 
have crashed. And foe government 
obliges - you cannot leave Jews 
unprotected against Arabs. Next 
come foe complaints that foe secur- 
ity is inadequate (by then everyone 
has forgotten or ignores foe illegality 
of foe settlement coming into exist- 
ence in foe first place) and foe even- 
tual creation of gangs of vigilantes 
and an underground by “patriotic" 
terrorists, supported by Vice Pre- 
mier Yitzhak Shamir. 

It is no wonder that Rabbi Levin- 
ger was smirking so merrily behind 
his beard when we saw him in foe 
casba during foe apartment stay by 
foe seven MKs. He obviously be- 
lieves that history will repeat itself, 
and that, in next to no time, foe firm 
stand taken by Rabin will crumble 
like a dune in foe Sahara- during a 
sandstorm. Then foe rabbi's forces 
can continue foe conquest of Heb- 
ron. 

THE WITCH of Endor and her 
cohorts looked so happy, and so 
much at home in foe casba, that the 
thought struck me that foe govern- 
ment approach to foe problem of 
their illegal squatting is all wrong. 
Instead of objecting to MK Geula 
Cohen and her friends moving into - 
Hebron. Nablus and other Arab 
towns, the government should force 
them to give up their homes within 
foe green line and to move where 
their ideals take them. The Arabs 
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Back to the 12 tribes

whom they .displace could then take 
over their homes in Tel Aviv and 
other Israeli towns, which are not 
“the heart of foe Jewish homeland^" 
as she described Hebron. One Arab 
asked drily, “Do foe Jews need two 
hearts?" 

The idea of Jews to Hebron, 
Arabs to Tel Aviv, should certainly 
get the support of Industry and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon, who 
spoke most eloquently in foe casba 
about Jews buying and living any- 
where in foe Holy Land, while Arabs 
could do the same in Upper 
Nazareth. 

The principle of compulsory hous- 
ing of right-wingers could be ex- 
panded to palm off scores of 
thousands of right-wingers on to tibe 
Arabs, so making Israel within foe 
green line habitable again. In fact, 
everyone should be moved around, 
so that foe entire population comes 
to dwell on a sort of chequerboard. 
each square representing a different 
race, religious creed or political be- 
lief. 

It seems to me that foe time bas 
come for us to split. Let us face facts 
at least: foe cause of all our troubles 
is that we have been pursuing foe 
will-o’-the-wisp of uuity. We Jews 
can never see eye-to-eye about reli- 
gion, politics, society, economics or 
anything. It is true that David the 
Psalmist sang. “Behold, how good 
and how pleasant it is for brethren to 
dwell together in unity P but the great 
(ring was describing a dream, rather 
than scenes he saw at foe family 
table, what with Adonijah and 
Absalom and Solomon and all foe 
rest of his sons quarrelling with each 
other, while some of them were 
planning to do foe old man in. 

Moses foe Lawgiver, his lieute- 
nant Joshua, and wiser leaders than 
David made no attempt to unite foe 
Jews, let alone Jews and Arabs. 
They planned to divide conquered 
Canaan among all the tribes of 
Israel, except for foe Levites, who 
bad to be satisfied with foe glory of 
being foe priests. Joshua effected foe 
division by casting lots, a sensible 
system that will appeal to a nation 
that loves Mifal Hapayis, Lotto and 
Sportoto. Any of these institutions

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THE BITTER DISPUTE over the 
Giid) Emunnn provocation in the 
Hebron casba that rocked the 
national unity government this week 
was bat a superficial manifestation 
of a broader confrontation between 
those forces in Israel which want 
peace and those which favour war as 
the aim and underlying philosophy 
v of the State of Israel. 

This is the view of Knesset Social 
Services Committee chairman Ora 
Namir, one of the leaders of the 
Labour Party’s dovish lobby. 

She takes very seriously the strong 
backing that was given to the MK 
squatters in the casba by the Likud 
leadership, especially that from 
Vice- Premier Yitzhak Shamir and 
Trade Minister Ariel Sharon. 

It went beyond the contest for the 
Herut leadership and Herut’s 
attempt to woo back right-wing 
votes lost to Tehiya and Meir 
Kahane: "Their agitation around 
Hebron is part of their grand design 
to wreck the Middle East peace 
process," she charges. “That’s why 
they devoted so much effort to scut- 
tling any efforts to move on the Taba 
issue. They are well aware that its 
solution would open the diplomatic 
logjam with Jordan likely to move 
next. 

"They were well aware of the 
shuttle diplomacy being conducted 
by U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy and the serious 
discussion over the composition of 
the Jordanian -Palestinian delega- 
tion; they were aware how seriously 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres and his 
party colleagues take this matter. 
And they were also aware of a new 
receptivity on the Arab side to 
moves towards peace. 

“They knew all that and they 
timed the Hebron incident to coin- 
cide with it. Their plan was to torpe- 
do the Middle East peace boat be- 
fore it could gain momentum." 

Namir, a former head of the urban 
wing of the party's Rabin camp who 
has since moved into an independent 
position, is sure she reflects the 
views of all in her party when she 
praises the firm stand taken by the 
Labour leaders over the Hebron 
affair. 

From time to time, she has criti- 
cized Labour leaders for leaning too 
far towards the Likud. But now, she 
says. “I am truly proud of their 
strong stand. I bope very much that 
the minister of defence perseveres in

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his current policy. " 

“I was also pleased- to hear a 
reminder of the position taken 
against the Sebastia settlement 
attempt in 1975 when Yitzhak Rabin 
was premier. At that time, he said, 
‘Gush Fmnnim is a great .danger to 
Israeli democracy.’ I trust he will be 
consistentin that respect." 

NAMIR HAS FRIENDS among the 
Kiryai Axba settlers and has fre- 
quently visited Hebron and its en- 
virons. But friendship is one thing; 
political opinions are quite another. 

She contends that attempts to set- 
tle in the heart of Hebron and near 
the Moslem cemetery “have nothing 
to do. with redeeming the land.- It's 
aimed at provoking the Arab 
population and causing permanent 
unrest. 

“I won’t go into how they oblige 
the army to assign unwilling soldiers 
to protect these people. Their grand 
design - and that of their Likud- 
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Tehiya backers - is to create disturb- 
ances. They oppose the slightest 
prospect of peace because they see 
force as a way of life." 

She also deplores what she.de- 
. scribes as the Likud’s hypocrisy: 

, “During all their seven years in pow- 
er,- the Likud never allowed any 
attfei&pt to expand settlements in the 
heart of Hebron. They really do 
have a hutzpa." 

ORA NAMIR believes that this 
week’s events in Hebron have served 
to highHgfat the fundamental differ- 
ences “between those who see a 
solution to the conflict through 
peace and those who prefer the path 
of war." But she warns: "If we truly 
want peace, we mtist prepare 
ourselves for extremely painful con- 
cessions." 

In previous years, N amir was 
deeply involved in educational poli- 
cy as chairman of the Knesset 
Education Committee, an interest 


that has not receded with her new 
parliamentarv responsibilities. She 
joined forces with like-minded 
Labour MKs like .Aharon Harel. an 
erstwhile hawk, because of her con- 
cern over the kind of society they 
saw emerging in Israel. 

"Let all those who believe that the 
only way to achieve our aim is 
through force consider well that such 
a policy will not only reduce our 
country’s attractiveness to Jews from 
the West, but it will also prompt an 
increasing number of our own youth 
to leave. 

‘The Likud and Tehiya refuse to 
face up to the reality' that many 
potential immigrants stay away - and 
young Israelis leave -'for fear of 
eternal war. because their policies 
lead away from peace and hence to 
war." 

Namir's parliamentary work has 
brought her into close contact with 
the Arab community and its prob- 
lems. Her concern for building good 


community relations has led her to 
become head of the Council for 
Fostering Jewish- Arab Understand- 
ing. sponsored by the International 
Centre for Peace in the Middle East. ' 

She points to the sizeable Israeli 
Arab population and the high prop- 
ortion of youngsters among it - 20 
per cent are still at school. It is not 
only* a matter of realpolitik for 
Labour to cultivate this community, 
she says, but also essential for the 
future well-being of Israeli society to 
foster good inter-communal rela- 
tions. 

As to the right-wing intensifica- 
tion of anti-Arab agitation, she 
points to what she describes as the 
absurd paradox: “Those who are 
most opposed to granting equal 
rights to our Arab citizens are most 
extreme in pressing for the annexa- 
tion of the territories -and hence the 
incorporation of another million- 
and-a-half Arabs. This would mean 
an end to the Israel we have known." 


Namir sees no fundamental differ- 
ence between the political philo- 
sophies of Tehiya and those of 
Kahane and some pans of the Ukud: 
“The difference is a matter of style, 
not content." she declares. When 
she listens to Kahane. Tehiya MKs 
and some Herat MKs speak on poli- 
tical issues and Jewish-Arab rela- 
tions in Knesset debates, she can 
detect little difference between 
them. 

"What outrages everyone is 
Kahane's intolerable style of speech. 
But I would dare say that Kahane is 
articulating what the other right- 
wingers so far dare not say out loud. 
It would not be too far-fetched to 
predict that if the opportunity arose 
for the likud to form a coalition with 
Kahane. they would include him. 

"After all. the co-option of his 
faction onto the Kiryar Arba council 
was no chance happening. That kind 
of political decision does not come 
out of thin air: it is part of a trend. ’* 

NAMIR FEELS that some segments 
of the Labour settlement movement 
have failed the litmus test of the 
movement's values in their attitudes 
to peace and war. and in their 
approach to the Arab community. 

Speaking as a daughter of the 
veteran Moshav Hogla? she express- 
es her disappointment that mosha- 
vira produced the embodiment of 
intolerance and the might-is-right 
ideology in the persons of Ariel 
Sharon and Rafael Eitan: "This 
mentality is represented among 
some of our Labour Party hawks as 
well as in kibbutzim associated with 
Kibbutz Hameuhad, which has pro- 
duced a significant group of Tehiya 
activists. 

"For those of us who grew up in 
the settlement movement, it is a 
nightmare to know that the leader of 
Kahane's faction in Kiryat Arba is 
Rami Zayit. a son of Kibbutz Hani- 
ta. He epitomizes a clear failure in 
movement education,” she says. 

Namir trusts that her party lead- 
ership will draw the appropriate con- 
clusions from developments on the 
right: “Past attempts at courting the 
right have proved a total failure. I 
bope our ministers have learned 
from their experienced of sitting 
together at the cabinet table with the 
Likud that there is nothing to be 
gained by flirting with the right. 

“The Likud is now at the height of 
its struggle for support with Tehiya 


and Kahane. and our leaders must 
abandon any illusions about courting 
support on the right. Our constituen- 
cy is in the centre and to the left of 
centre.” 

ANXIETY ABOUT trends in 
policy-making has prompted the 
formation of the dovish ginger 
group, which now has the support of 
one-third of the Labour faction, in- 
cluding Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee chairman Abba 
Eban. government executive chair- 
man Rafi Edri, Deputy Finance 
Minister Adi Amorat and the head 
of the Knesset State Comptrollers 
Committee. David Libai. 

All consider themselves to be tra- 
ditional. mainstream party loyalists, 
and closely identify with the Labour 
platform. AU of them are members 
of the party central committee and 
meet regularly at the conference hall 
of the Histadrut Agricultural Cen- 
tre. The ginger group has now been 
formally institutionalized under par- 
ty regulations as “the central plat- 
form for ideological discussions.” 

Next month, her forum will hold a 
debate on the situtation in the terri- 
tories. And she is particularly 
pleased that Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin responded immediately 
to her invitation to participate in the 
discussion. 

The conference was prompted by 
"the rather disturbing reports 
reaching us of the unnecessarily 
heavy hand adopted by the military 
government and its officials towards 
the Arab inhabitants." “We have 
been hearing such reports first-hand 
from prominent Palestinian perso- 
nalities in the territories who are 
friendly to Israel, who advocate 
peaceful co-existence, who recog- 
nize the Jewish state and oppose 
Palestinian ten-orism," she says. 
“There are some who contend that 
things have actually worsened since 
Labour took office,” she says. 

Namir has lately spent a good deal 
of time meeting such prominent 
Palestinians as Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Freij and former Gaza Mayor , 
Rashad a-Shawa. 

"Their disappointment has been 
equal to their expectations, for they 
trusted under Labour there would be 
an easing up. Now this worries us as ; 
a group of party central committee ! 
members and we want to find out if it 
is true. That's why we’re so pleased 
that Minister Rabin agreed to take 
part.” 
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SOVIET POLICY towards the Mid- 
dle East is aimed at blocking any 
peace moves that do not accord 
Moscow a central role, according to 
Professor Galia Golan, a leading 
Sovietologist at the Hebrew Uni- 
versity. 

Moscow’s recent finny of activity 
over the Middle East is merely a 
change m tactics, she says. It does 
not represent a change in objectives; 
"Basically. Soviet policy in the Mid- 
dle East conflict has always had one 
purpose: to block an American 
monopoly in the region. 

"This has been their objective 
since the Yom Kippur War (and is 
their objective throughout the 
world). In the Middle East, this 
means, on the one hand, shoring up 
a group of pro-Soviet Arab states, . 
which would not be vulnerable to 
American inroads and, on the other 
hand, the Soviets are trying to block 
any kind of U.S.-sponsored peace 
process.” 

Golan, who beads the university’s 
Soviet-East European Centre, has 
published several books on the 
Soviet Union, including one focus- 
ing on the Yom Kippur War and 
another on the Soviets and the PLO. 

Tactics, she says, have had to 
change, because “if their first tactic 
was to shore up a radical Arab bloc, 
then this foiled - not only were they 
unable to set up such a bloc, but they 
haven't had much success in the area 
at all.” 

In fact, the Soviets found them- 
selves just recently with Syria as 
theiT sole ally in the region: “Even 
the PLO has showed signs of altering 
its stance. Today it is split, and the 
Soviets are concerned that Arafat is 
going to take his part - which is the 
significant part of the PLO - over to 
the U.S. 

“What I did begin to see about a 
year ago." says Golan, "was an 
effort by the Soviet Union to im- 
prove its relations with the ‘moder- 
ate’ Arab states. They have f always

of recent Soviet moves 
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tried to do this, but on this occasion 
it was more than that: they were 
doing thing? that made Syria very 
angry, but they went ahead and did 
them anyway.” 

Examples are raising the level of 
relations with Egypt - over Syrian 
objections - to full diplomatic status , 
and improving relations with Jor- 
dan, again in the face of Syrian 
objections. The Soviets were even 
moderate with regard to Arafat's 
flirtation with Jordan and Egypt, 
adds Golan. 


REPORTS OF CONTACTS in 
Paris between Israeli Ambassador 
Ovadia Sofer and his Soviet counter- 
part,. Yuli Vorontsev, have left 
Golan somewhat unconvinced about 
the veracity of the details; the point 
she found most interesting was the 
reported talk of the- Golan Heights. 

“If it is true that in the Paris talks 
the Soviets did not mention the 
Palestinians, but did mention Syria 
and the Golan, then it would appear 
that maybe they believe that the 
U.S. is coming round to a recogni- 
tion of the Palestinians, and there-. 


fore that issue is no longer one they 
can use to embarrass the U.S.” 

Thus, they are now taking up the 
Syrian-Gofoii issue, “where die U.S. 
can do nothing. It's a dead loss for 
the Americans, and this is where the 
Soviets can say. ‘We can bring the 
Syrians to talk.' 

“The Soviets also feel that as 
champions of Syria, they can be 
legitimate partners in the peace pro- 
cess. If they can persuade the Israelis 
to talk to the Syrians, then they must 
also be at the peace conference."

ANOTHER ELEMENT of the re- 
ported Paris meeting was the linkage 
of Jewish emigration with the Arab- 
Israel conflict and recognition of 
Israel. 

Golan finds this aspect of the 
report particularly difficult to be- 
lieve: if true, though, it would indi- 
cate a major change in Soviet tactics: 
“Jewish emigration was always con- 
nected with Soviet-U.S. relations 
and with detente - never with the 
Arab-Israel conflict. 

“I do not believe that the

the peace process.” she says. 

What the Soviets want now - as 
before, says Golan, is to block any 
solo American push for peace in the 
area, to block any “Pax America- 
na.” 

“Right now. they specifically want 
to block any kind of American suc- 
cess with the Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation, so theycome along and 
dangle something in front of Israel’s 
face and talk about Syria.” 

While the U.S. does not believe it 
is necessary to include the Soviets, 
and Israel thinks the Soviets will be 
obstructive, “what it boils down tc is 
whether we can get an agreement 
without Soviet participation,” says 
Golan. “'Will the Arabs be willing to 
come to the negotiating table with- 
out the Soviet Union being there? 

“Obviously, it is better to have 
peace talks without the Soviets parti- 
cipating. But. if we can't, then we 
should take the chance and include 
the Soviet Union,” 

TURNING TO the current state of 
Soviet-AmericaD relations, she be- 
lieves it is clear that Mikhail Gor- 
bachev is seeking to put his own 
distinctive stamp on Soviet foreign 
policy. 

“I believe that a measure of rap- 
prochement is high on Gorbachev's 
agenda. One of the things he did 
soon after coming to power was to 
make overtures to U.S. Jewish lead- 
ers in the hope that he could enlist 
them to press the U.S. government 
to renew detente and restore decent 
trade privileges in exchange for grea- 
ter leniency over Jewish emigra- 
tion.” 

WHAT DO the Soviets bope to gain 
from detente? 

“Trade. It’s all economic - and 
military, too. Their major opposi- 
tion to ‘Star Wars’ is economic. They 
just can’t afford to compete, they 
haven't got the resources, given their 
economy today.” 


Soviet foreign policy, as it is being 
played by Gorbachev, is influenced 
heavily by their very severe econo- 
mic problems: ‘This is not new, of 
course. But there is some hope that 
Gorbachev, being a new broom and 
coming from the economic field, will 
be able to make changes." 

AT THE very least, the Soviets need 
detente with the U.S. economically, 
and especially in the military field, 
where there is a good deal of press- 
ure to overhaul the military tech- 
nically and bring it into line with 
American technological advances: 
“But to have the resources to do this, 
they must have detente." 

Last November, Golan notes, an 
American delegation met with the 
head of the Soviet State Bank and, 
according to reports at the time, the 
Soviet official said that if there were 
detente, it would be easier to let the 
Jews out. 

Similarly, World Jewish Congress 
leader Edgar Bronfman was told by 
the Soviets recently that if the Jews 
could be helpful in bringing about 
detente, then it might be easier re- 
open the door re emigration. 

The Soviets believe in the power . 
of the Jewish lobby in the U.S. and, 
of course , they do have something to 
base this belief upon: the Jackson- 
Vanik Amendment, which crippled 
trade between the Soviet Union and 
the U.S. , was very much the result of 
Jewish lobbying, says Golan. 

"We got Jewish Emigration be- 
cause of detente, and the end of 
detente meant the end of emigra- 
tion. You can look at the figures and 
they fit - the highest figures for 
emigration were at the highest point 1 
of detente, and they went down 
when detente went down." 

This does not mean, she adds, that 
there is not anti-Semitism in the 
Soviet Union, and that domestic 
issues are not involved in the emigra- 
tion issue. But detente is the overrid- 
ing factor in the issue.

READERS' LETTER 


IT TAKES TWO TO TANGO 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - With reference to Yehezkel 
Landau’s apocalyptic article of Au- 
gust 11, 1 wish to comment that his 
option for the path of mutual 
accommmodation and negotiation 
leading to dual sovereignty over 
Ereiz Israel and security and dienitv 
of both people is one which never 
has attracted a positive response 
from the Arab side. Going back as 
far as Judah Magnes, this elegant 
and sympathetic proposal has not 
elicited a potential partner. It takes 
two to tango and we have been 
performing solo for many years. 

If all the Arabs want is a return to 
the borders of 1967. what was basi- 
cally wrong with those borders then? 
What provoked Israels three con- 
frontation neighbours to take up 
arms to alter those borders? A visit 
to Khirbet Tzufin, close to Kalkillya. 
will easily demonstrate the defect of 
those borders. • 

I have noticed that by a process of 
osmosis, the reprehensible and 
broadly condemned policy of annex- 
ing the Golan Heights and enlarging 
the municipal boundaries of Jeru- 
salem to include one-third of the 
West Bank now have attracted sup- 
port from doves and Labour leaders. 
At one time in the recent past, both 
groups vigorously condemned these 
policies. 

Meron Benvenisti, whose West 
Bank data project financed by the 
U.S. State Department is repeatedly 
cited to prove that WesT Bank settle- 
ments have rendered obsolete all 
potential for peace with Jordan, is 
the veiy same man who wrote a 
post-1967 wor k on Jerusalem enti- 
tled “Torn Gty" in which the “uni- 
fication” of Jerusalem was “ex- 
posed” critically as a bald takeover 
of Arab Jerusalem by the Jewish 
community in the wake of the Israeli 
1967 victory. Such a view has little 
following today and should bring 
into question his credentials and the 
inarticulate premise of his advice on 
Samaria. 

M.K. Simha Dinitz. whose party 
did not oppose the annexation of 
Jerusalem or the Golan Heights 
when its vote was crucial, but subse- 


quently deplored the latter step, has 
recently addressed foreign visitors 
expressing a conviction that the 
Golan hefghts are indispensable to 
Israels security. 

This osmotic infusion into the 
general consciousness of all Israelis 
of erstwhile partisan "extremism- 
must be attributed to the soundness 
and logic of the policies at the time 
they were enacted. 

Invoking Hiroshima. Nagasaki. 
Auschwitzand Treblinka in connec- 
tion with the Palestinians’ option for 
“everything” does not appear to me 
to be a road towards the solution of 
the Arab-Israel dispute. 

The universal inclination of the 
Arab confrontation states for 
"Judenrein" territory seems to me a 
more telling characteristic of their 
mie intent "and one which should 
caution Israel against a softening of 
her resistance. Since 19-1$. it has 
been the object!' e of Israeli govern- 
ments to sit down at the table with 
their neighbours both from the West 
Bank and in neighbouring states, as 
was done in 197S. to find an accept- 
able solution to common problems. 
This gambit was tried with Egypt and 
resulted in a peace which should not 
be so casually diparaged . 

The refusal of King Hussein to 
face the challenges faced by Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat, even involving 
the potential supreme sacrifice, are 
understandable and fbrgiveabfe on an 
individual basis, but a poor augur for 
a rational policy in the area, hollow- 
ing a reading of Mr. Landau's article 
on the "Samson Syndrome.” I am 
left with a confusion as to the direc- 
tion of his thinking. A Christian 
turning of the other cheek is in- 
appropriate in a Moslem setting. 

It appears to me that articles of his 
type are sadly deficient m M Fajr, die 
only newspaper of the Arab com- 
munity I read. There is no reciproc- 
ity of feeling. It would have helped 
remarkably bad he been .able to 
point to an indication of some Arab 
readiness to compromise in the West 
Batik and negotiate on the real issues 
of peace.

Your concern is 
admirable, but cries of anguish can 
no more improve the situation than 
baying at the moon. Good and con- 
siderate driving can only be a reflec- 
tion of a person's behavioural qual- 
ities or lack of them outside a car and 
you can no more improve driving 
habits by wishful thinking than you 
can the person himself. 

No one goes out purposefully with 
the intention of causing an accident. 
However, people are programmed 
by their psychological states to react 
to situations in certain ways. When 
driving a car, we are simply demon- 
strating to the world at large the 
prevailing condition of our nervous 
systems. If we are tense, thoughtless 
and abrupt in our everyday lives, 
these feelings will be expressed and 
exaggerated further by any machine 
that we are put in control of. 


Stressful situations abound in 
Israel and tension being infectious, 
they quite often lead to verbal if not 
physical aggression. Transfer violent 
confrontation to a car and the result 
and ensuing tragedy are predictable. 

Knowing the problem does little 
to solve it. We cannot change our 
psychological states by wishing them 
away. A very simple home remedy - 
a kind of do-it-yourself therapy for 
better mental and physical health - is 
meditation. When meditating, one 
naturally and innocently releases 
-stress While enjoying deep relaxa- 
tion. When practised in the privacy 
of one's home, meditation as taught 
by traditional Judaic sources. Yoga 
or T.M., can take a lot of steam out 
of living in the Middle East. It can 
add joy and creativity to daily activi- 
ties, improve the quality of one's 
behaviour and make for a better, 
more beautiful Israel with more con- 
siderate drivers.

The Bcensing committee of the 
Bank of Israel is dne to meet in a few 
days to decide whether to permit 
Bank Leumi to obtain control of the 
troubled Danot investment com* 
P»ny. 

Danot holds, among other invest- 
ments, a contiollmg stake in FTBI, 
the parent company of the Fust 
International Baulk and, therefore, 
control of Danot cannot change 
hands without die ^approval of . the 
central batik. 

Negotiations between Bank 
Leumi and the Bank of Israel have ' 
continued sporadically for months. 
There have been frequent reports 
that the skies were pearing an agree-, 
meat, but none has emerged yet. 

Sources, on both, sides believe, 
however, that this time a finql deci- 
sion will be readied ending the own- 
ership limbo of the First Intemation- 
ai Bank. ' 

Danot Investments bas- had diffi- 
culties since the stock market col- 
lapse of 1983 and many of its ven- 
tures - some made in partnership 


with Leumi ’s merchant bank, Leumi 
and Co. - have engendered losses. 

Its primaty asset is its stake in 
FIB I, because First International 
has been profitable consistently over 
the last several years. 

On the other hand, its accumu- 
lated- losses have left Danot around 
$30 million in - debt to the banks and 
most of this is owed Leumi. For a 
long time, the senior partner in 
Danot, Mare Mosevics of Eli|e, 
sought a buyer for Danot itself and 
refused to sell off JFXBI alone. 

■ Subsequently, there were negotia- 
tions with potential buyers, from 
Israel and abroad, to buy the FIBI 
stake, subject to Bank of Israel au- 
thorization. — , 

- In 1985, there have been cases of a 
draft agreement being drawn up and 
a time for signing it fixed, when the 
would-be buyer backed out at the 
last minute or simply failed to show 
up. All this time, the debts to Leumi 
and others kept adding up. 

The Bank of Israel has consistent- 
ly vetoed Leumi’s calling in the re- 
ceivers for Danot, as would have 


happened to any other business. 

The central bank has justified its 
. 'stand by saying Fust International's 
reputation abroad needed to be pro- 
tected from appearances that it was 
left without strong ownership. 

• In fact. First International has- 
been without a strong owner for the 
Y past 18 months, apparently without 
ill-effect on its operations. 

First International boss Bino 
Zadik has said that, while the own- 
ership problem does not affect the 
. bank’s day-to-day operations, it. 
cramps its development. For exam- 
ple; it has prevented the raising of 
capital on the share market, publicly 
or through a rights issue. 

Xbe Bank of Israel will not allow 
Leumi to take control of Danot 
unless it agrees to unload First Inter- 
national quickly and to do it through 
a sales agent. Leumi officials say this 
goes too far, because it would not 
allow them to hunt around for die 
best price. 

Both sides have agreed that Leumi 
must sell First International after 
taking over Danot; Leonti would use 


the proceeds to cover Dandt's debts. 
However, the Bank of Israel does 
not trust Leumi to seD-Fnst Interna- 
tional quickly enough. It also insists 
that First Internationals new board 
of directors leading up to the sale be 
comprised of persons unconnected 
to Leumi; Leumi has agreed.^ 

“If you're going to sell the thing 
under pressure, like old stock in the 
Carmel market five minutes before 
dosing tone, then you might as well 
give it to a receiver.’' a senior Leumi 
executive said. “The only way to get 
a decent price for what is a first-class 
asset is by discreet negotiations with- 
out facing deadlines.** 

The five-man licensing commit- 
tee, appointed by the central bank's 
governor from among the members 
of the Bank of Israel Advisory Com- 
mittee, is still playing for time. 

The committee' has asked for more 
material from both Leumi and First 
International fo help to make its 
decision on Danot's fate, as well as 
free First' International from the 
cloud of uncertainty it bas been 
under.

We must attempt to influence dungs 
from the inside as much as we can. 
We must hold our convention, unite 
our ranks and then, if need be. go to 
the voters and fight an electoral 
battle for the nation's support.” 

Shamir disagreed with Labour on 
almost every point' of policy on the 
government's agenda. 

He attributed the apparent slight 
warming in relations with Egypt to 
the Likud's refusal to have any deal- 
ings on the Taba issue without taking 
up the state of relations with Egypt 
first.

Bonds progress on low volume 


Yesterday's session was unevent- 
ful in itself, but closed out a week 
that may yet prove to be a turning- 
point in the current bull market. For 
the first rime since the July 1 de- 
valuation ushered in a period of 
freeze for the shekel against the 
dollar, interest was being shown by' 
investors in dollar-linked vehicles. 
The share market, meanwhile, went 
through a week of ups and downs to 
dose generally unchanged . 

The new interest in the dollar- 
finked bonds and quasi-bonds -and, 
outside the market, in black-market 
dollars - reflected a technical 
rebound after these had all dropped 
to very low price levels over the 
preceeding weeks, as well as a poss- 
ibly more fundamental reappraisal 
of strategy. 

More and more voices were being 
heard either questioning the whole 
basis of the new economic policy 
(Science Minister Gideon Patt and 
some independent analysts) or speci- 
fically calling into question that part 
of the policy that decrees a freeze on 
devaluations (Economics Minister 
Gad Ya'acobi and other outside 
analysts). 

Against this background, 1 it was 
perhaps not surprising that the small 
volume in the bond market appeared 
mostly on the buying side. Sellers 
may well have been put off by the 
low prices facing them. Overall, 
bonds, including index-linked ones, 
made some progress during the 
week. 

The share market also reflects this 
new mood. The general share index 
gained 6.42 per cent over the week, 
but - unlike in previous weeks - this

came entirely from the 9.94 per cent 
rise in the bank shares index, and not 
at all from the free share market, 
which gained a mere 0.72 per cent 
overall. 

The main sectors in the free share 
market were little changed after 
profit-taking earlier in the week was 
evened out by rises in the second 
half. A further factor that may, in 
the opinion of some market com- 
mentators, have influenced the 
atmosphere in all the areas of trad- 
ing, is the expectation that next week 
will bring several hundred million 
dollars onto the markets as the pub- 
lic redeems savings schemes and 
advanced training funds, taking 
advantage of the low index expected 
this month. 

No one knows where this money 
will end up, but with bank shekel 
deposits paying only around 6 per 
cent and rates stiQ falling, and with 
share prices having advanced a long 
way since July 1, the natural place to 
look might be at the underpriced 
bond market. Suspicions as to the 
viability of the economic policy only 
serve to strengthen this tendency. 
Therefore, it is suggested, some spe- 
culators, including mutual funds, 
perhaps, chose this past week as the 
opportunity to lighten up on shares 
and take a position in bonds.

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Where giants fear to tread 

THE CABINETs decision, on Wednesday, to give the final 
stamp of approval to continuing the development and produc- 
tion of the Lavi warplane, attracted no headlines. Quite 
appropriately, too, for this cabinet move had been a foregone 
conclusion, and it emerged as no more than an exercise in 
sharing the responsibility for what may turn out to have been 
one of the most fateful military-industrial decisions ever taken 
in Israel. 

The arguments for and against the Lavi have long been 
thrashed out at very great length and it is now more pointless 
than ever to rehash them. There is, however, much amiss with 
the decision-making process that culminated in the govern- 
ment's action, and much to cause concern for the way in which 
similar decisions may be arrived at in the future. 

Minister without Portfolio Ezer Weizman raised the familiar 
objections to the way in which the entire project had been 
pushed through: what had been conceived as a slender aircraft 
grew progressively fat, yet the air force presented the govern- 
ment with no alternative. But this was, in fact, analogous to the 
way in which the Lebanon war was conducted: each decision, 
each step, predetermined the next. 

By embarking upon the construction of the platform of a 
major weapons system, small Israel rushed in where giants fear 
to tread. Even the European powers feel compelled to pool 
resources for such a vast undertaking. The question now is not 
only whether the Lavi has mortgaged a very large slice of the 
nation's resources -and of the defence budget itself-for fifteen 
years, but whether this project has not already made certain the 
Lavi will be followed, as soon as the development stage is over, 
by an even bigger project for the next generation of this class of 
aircraft or, conceivably, some other. 

The Lavi had its origin partly in the air force's requirements, 
but mainly in the need to provide employment for the 
engineering division of Israel Aircraft Industries and its satel- 
lite industries when the production of the Kfir plane reached its 
end. Within five years the problem will arise what is to be done 
with the designers of the Lavi, and will probably be greater by 
an order of magnitude than that which gave birth to it. 

Moreover, there are other projects in the pipeline that, while 
perhaps not as big as the Lavi and not backed up by a pressure 
group as powerful as that of our military-industrial complex, 
are nevertheless of the same nature. There are plans afoot to 
build more weapons platforms -submarines, new missile boats, 
and probably others, not counting the Merkava battle tank. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin apparently gave the project 
his support with a heavy heart, arguing that die project had 
reached a point of no return. Prime Minister Shimon Peres gave 
it his support because be had always believed in high technolo- 
gy - regardless of whether that technology has uses other than 
producing more and more implements of war, and regardless of 
whether they represent a drain on rather than an addition to our 
limited pool of people able to acquire those skills. 

The final go-ahead signal has been given, but there is as yet 
no assurance that we shall have the resources to jump the 
hurdle between development and production. There is a 
definite risk that the Lavi may ultimately be not so much a lion 
as a huge white elephant. 

If there is one lesson still to be drawn from the genesis of this 
project, ft is that the government must carry out a basic 
reassessment of the entire resource allocation of the economy, 
within the framework of a comprehensive design of national 
security. But it is rather doubtful whether the present govern- 
ment can do that. 

And now - land fraud 

IT WAS THE fear of reckless land speculation in the style of 
the 2930's that doubtless motivated Golda Meir in her opposi- 
tion to the proposal that Jews be allowed to buy Arab-owned 
real estate in the occupied territories. But the late premier 
cannot have foreseen anything like the nightmarish tangle of 
fraud, deceit and even coercion that began to characterize such 
transactions after the Likud government removed the ban on 
them six years ago. 

The evidence did not take very long to accumulate. It turned 
out that money-grabbing Arabs, eager to- sell land they did not 
own, were colluding, under the half-closed and half approving 
eyes of Israeli officials, with Jews anxious to purchase die land 
in order to resell it to other Jews at a handsome profit. As a 
result, many unsuspecting Arabs discovered their fields, 
orchards and even homes had been alienated without their 
consent, and many innocent Jews found the fortunes they had 
invested in well-advertised housing projects across the Green 
Line had gone down the drain. 

The Ministry of Justice issued its first warnings against West 
Bank land-sale cheating over two years ago, and according to 
Deputy Attorney-General Plia Albeck the orgy of land scan- 
dals began to subside. Shortly afterwards State Comptroller 
Yitzhak Tunik drew the Knesset's attention in a classified 
report, to gross irregularities in West Bank land purchases by a 
state agency. But it was only six months ago that the police set 
up a special unit to investigate past and continuing cases of land 
grabbing. A number of arrests have now been made. 

In the meantime the Gtizens Rights Movement has produced its 
own file of incriminating evidence which it passed on to the 
attorney-general for his scrutiny. It is an appalling document. 

But no less appalling is the righteous wrath of Likud leaders 
who have leapt to the defence of the system their party spawned 
against its “witch-hunting” Alignment detractors. The trickery 
involved, they say, is as justified as it was in redeeming land 
under and before the British Mandate - indeed, it is more 
justified now, when the sale of West Bank land to Jews is 
proscribed by Jordan on pain of death. That the trickery 
nowadays involves outright robbery, is apparently a matter of 
little consequence to those “patriots” who would make Zion- 
ism the last refuge of a scoundrel. 

Fortunately, it is quite inconceivable that the mind-numbing 
policy advocated by Yitzhak Shamir, Ariel Sharon, Benny 
Sha/ita and associates should become official Israel policy. 
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THE U.S. STATE Department 
scrambled this past week to try to 
keep the Arab-lsraeli peace process 
alive despite several severe setbacks. 

Fust. Assistant Secretary for Near 
Eastern and .South Asian Affairs 
Richard Murphy returned to 
Washington from a six-day swing 
through the region without any visi- 
ble progress in the search for direct 
Arab-lsraeli peace negotiations. He 
had hoped to meet in Amman with a 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion - a meeting which would sup- 
posedly lead to direct Arab-lsraeli 
-talks. There was much anticipation 
in Washington. But it was not meant 
to be. 

U.S. officials said that Jordan - at 
the specific demand of the PLO - 
was determined to avoid any direct 
contact with Israel outside the 
framework of an international con- 
ference including the participation 
of the Soviet Union. This 'was the 
position that King Hussein had out- 
lined during his visit to the U.S. 
earlier this year. But the Americans 
were not really sure he meant it. 

Murphy bad hoped that any pre- 
liminary meeting with the joint de- 
legation would lead immediately to 
direct talks with Israel. Both 
Washington and Jerusalem are 
strongly opposed to bringing the 
Soviets back into the diplomatic pic- 
ture, especially before the Kremlin 
renews ties with Israel. 

But King Hussein s position on 
this matter of an "international 
umbrella," as he has called it. is 
apparently firm, it was the source of 
much disappointment to Murphy 
and other senior U.S. officials who 
had thought it was largely a “fig- 
leaf," and not all that substantive. 

For Hussein personally, by the 
way, it might be, but that is certainly 
not the case for PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat, who is still very loyal- 
ly attempting to promote the Soviet 
position in the region. While Israeli 
leaders, especially Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin, believe that Hussein 
currently does indeed have the abil- 
ity to move ahead without the PLO. 
the Jordanian monarch is not con- 
vinced of it. He is in no such mood. 
That, in short, was one of the basic 
messages brought back to Washing- 
ton by Murphy. 

Hussein, according to U.S. 
sources, does not believe that Jordan 
can move without the blessings of 
the PLO. The king may be very 
sincere in his quest for peace, but he 
is no Anwar Sadat and Jordan is no ’ 
Egypt. Hie result: a stalemate, at 
least for the time being. 

THEN ON Tuesday, an Israeli 
diplomat was assassinated in Cairo, 
threatening to continue the slow- 
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down in the peace process and furth- 
er to strain Israeii-Egyptian rela- 
tions/ U.S. officials made it dear 
that those responsible for the mur- 
der were almost certainly anxious to 
farther poison the atmosphere. 

But in the short run. the killing 
may have the opposite effect, at least 
in the area of bilateral Israeii- 
Egyptian relations. The Egyptian 
government of President Hosni 
Mubarak was deeply embarrassed 
by the assassination. Egyptian offi- 
cials were clearly on the defensive in 
seeking to reassure both Israel and 
the U.S. 

U.S. officials, in fart, were not 
ruling out some Egyptian "gesture" . 
toward Israel, although the long- 
delayed return of the Egyptian 
ambassador to Tel Aviv is noT consi- 
dered imminent. "There are other 
things short of that which the Egyp- 
tians can do." a U.S. offidal said. 

A State Department spokesman, 
referring to the assassination, 
pointedly noted that "in terms of 
targets and timing" it "appears to be 
an effort at slowing down or inter- 
rupting the peace process." 

Throughout the week, moreover, 
the fighting in Lebanon took a turn 
for the worse, indicating that there 
does not appear to be any limit to the 
potential level of chaos and brutality 
into which that war- torn country can 
sink. 

"The civil war in Lebanon is 
rooted in unresolved domestic, con- 
stitutional and communal differ- 
ences." State Department spokes- 
man Charles Redman said on 
Wednesday. “The violence is de- 
plorable. the more so since it is 
possible that some of those responsi- 
ble for the recent violence see their 
actions as affecting the peace pro- 
cess." 

Redman's linking of the fighting in 
Lebanon to the broader Arab-lsraeli 
peace process was deliberate. He 
had been instructed to include in his 
prepared statement the following 
warning from Washington to those 
who think they can derail whateveris 
left of the peace process: "They’re 
mistaken." 

The spokesman added: “We be- 
lieve the peace process willcontinue. 
no (withstanding the violence in 
Lebanon, the assassination of diplo- 
mats. and other senseless and de- 
spicable acts.” 

PRIVATELY, however. U.S. offi- 
cials were by no means convinced. 
The mood in much of the Arab 
world. -they said, is increasingly . . 
hardening, as political extremism 
and Islamic fundamentalism gain in 
strength. Hussein, after all. had 
been unable to win any flat endorse- 
ment of his February II peace initia- 
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five with Yasser Arafat from the 
Arab s umm it in Casablanca. There 
was no serious effort made to bring 
Egypt back to the Arab League, as 
some had hoped. The Syrians. Li- 
byans and other rejection: sts. even 
in their absence, could influence the 
meeting's outcome. 

Thafand the other trends toward 
radicalism in the Arab world. U.S. 
officials said, has had its understand- 
able impact in Israel. Americans 
have been alarmed in recent days by 
the apparently increasingly popular- 
ity in Israel of Rabbi Meir Kahane, 
currently on a widely-publicized 
speaking and fundraising tour in the 
. U.S- It 'may already be too late to 
reverse these trends, according to 
gloomy U.S. experts in Washington. 

The administration is temporarily 
playing its remaining cards very 
cautiously. Thus, there were no im- 
mediate indications what Washing- 
ton was now prepared to do. There 
was no visible crisis atmosphere at 
the State Department, where Mur- 
phy was briefing his colleagues. One 
reason was that Secretary of State 
George Shultz was vacationing — as 
indeed was President Reagan. 

Indeed, most U.S. officials did not 
anticipate any major progress - if it 
should be forthcoming -at all — until 
after much of the U.S. government . 
bureaucracy and political lead- 
ership. including Congress, return 
from their August vacations follow- 
ing the traditional September 2 
Labour Day holiday. , . 

There witfbe some activity later fn 
September. U.S. officials, for inst- 
ance. have confirmed in recent days 
that the Middle East will be discus- 
sed when Soviet Foreign Minister 
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Eduard Shevardnadze comes to 
meet .with Reagan and Shultz in 
Washington late in the month. The 
Middle East is considered a “region- 
al issue,” in superpower rhetoric. At 
the last Shultz-Shevardnadze meet- 
ing in Helsinki, it was agreed that 
they would review the Middle East 
in Washington. “It will be on the 
agenda." an American source said. 
Most likely, it will be discussed at the 
Reagan summit with Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev in November as 
well. 

Whether the administration, with 
its hardline anti-Soviet attitude, will 
move closer toward the Soviet posi- 
tion of supporting an international 
conference remains to be seen. Most 
experts here seriously doubt it. bar- 
ring some dramatic development 
such as a Soviet decision to re- 
establish ties with Israel. If that were 
to occur, an insider predicted. Israel 
itself may have a change of heart 
about Soviet involvement. Israel 
might then ease its opposition, re- 
sulting in a change in that of 
Washington as well. 

THERE WTLL be other visitors to 
the U.S. in September and October, 
including Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Sbamlr and several of his Arab coun- 
terparts who are coming to partici- 
pate in the opening of the UN 
General Assembly. Prime Minister 
Peres. Egyptian President Hosni 
Mubarak, Hussein and several other 
foreign heads of state are expected in 
New York in October to join in the 
'40th anniversary celebrations of the 
United Nations. Naturally, all of 
them will want to meet with Presi- 
dent Reagan and Secretary Shultz - 
and not just for photo sessions. 

Thus, there is ample opportunity 
for some developments. In the 
meantime, of course, the White 
House will, have to decide on addi- 
tional arms sales to Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia. The brief session of Con- 
gress in the fall mandates a final 
decision before mid-September in 
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order to give the lawmakers enough 
time to consider the sales. With 
nearly three-quarters of rhe l . S 
Senate now opposed to a major, 
weapons transaction with Jordan in' 
advance of its entering into direct ' 
peace negotiations with Israel. I hid* 
administration will have iLs work cut 
out for itself. ~ 

But Shultz and others feel a loyal- 
ty to Hussein. The\ believe he has 
been genuinely frying.

But. U.S. officials asked whv 
overly complicate Prime Minister 
Peres' position in Israel s dome-;;;: 
political arena needlessly? Fere.;. ;;;- 
ter all. is Washington’s prefer— ti 
prime minister. It would be ~ re- 
tiring to enter into a major battle 
withhis government over diplomatic 
strategy if Hussein were willing then 
to join in direct talks with Israel. The 
tensions with Jerusalem might then 
be worth the price. But to do so 
without any such assurance. U.S 
officials said, would be foolish.
